NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Actors’ Equity 
has petitioned the League of New York 
Theaters to create some sort of clearing 
house for dates of premieres, so as to 
avoid the present crowding and hustling 
of shows thruout one week and great 
empty spaces the week following. A more 
sensible distripution of cpenings could 
be achieved, it is claimed, if the man- 
agers, before they started rehearsals, 
could see a chart whica listed contem- 
plated openings for the period that they 
had under consideration. They cculd see 
the number of shows listed for each week. 
ond so either postpone or hurry the start 
of their own rehearsals in such a man- 
ner that they would be ready to come 
in just at the right time. As things 
stand now, the managers come in the 
week they are ready, regardless of what 
shows are opening against them..

As CSSC Convenes at Richmond 


RICHMOND. Va., Oct, 12—A home for 
aged and infirm circus people, long a 
crying need of the profession, ranked as 
the principal topic of discussion at the 
third annual convention held here Fri- 
day and Saturday by Circus Saints and 
Sinners Club of America. Realization 
of a permanent spot to serve as domicile 
for circus performers after their natural 
incapacitation became nearer fact than 
fancy as the Club Court Development 
Corperation, of this city, awarded a 
parcel of about 25 acres in Henrico 
County, just outside the city limits 
Deed has been drawn up and blueprints 
and sketches designed.* Whole com- 
plexion of club assumes a change as its 
foremost quest since its inception in 
1929 is right at its very door. Fred 
Pitzer, national president, making a 
fiery appeal to nearly 200 members and 
guests, assembled for banquet at John 
Marshall Hotel Friday evening, for 
establishment of a home for troupcrs 
who have served their all beneath the 
tops, was rewarded with an announce- 
mert by Charles Moss, of W. W Work- 
man Tent, of this city, of the gratuity 
by the local development firm. 

Arrivals began Thursday night and by 
Friaay noon delegations rose to fine 
proportions. Meeting was called to order 
Friday morning by Dr. C. H Rudd, past 
president, and an address of welcome 
was mece by Edgar J. /Bull) English, 
senator and corporation counsel of the 
commorwealth, representing Mayor J. 
Fulmer Bright. Fred Pitzer took the 
chair and the business meeting got 
under way, a meeting stuccded by the 
presence of many city officials and Rus- 
sell Boardman and John Polando as 
honorary guests. This duo last July 
made a record non-stop flight from 
New York to Istanbul. They were in- 
ducted into order as honorary mem- 
bers. The hirds made the flight here 
from New York at the instance of PF. 
Darius Benham, exploiteer of aviators and 
member P. T. Barnum Tent, New York. 


They were met at airport by members 
and lecal press. 

On Friday afternoon seven candidates 
were inveigled into initiation ceremonies 
without fatal mishap, but a considerably 
trying half hour in which reporter for 
The Billborrd was almost thrown for 
a fall.

Rodeo in Chicag 


The Finest Ever 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Scoring a success 
even greater than its producer had an- 
ticipated, World's Championship Rodec, 
which closed at the Chicago Stadium 
last night, was without doubt the finest 
ever produced in Chicago. Promoted and 
directed by Col. W. T. Johnson, promi- 
nent cattle ranchman of San_ Antonio, 
Tex., the 10-day contest attracted prob- 
ably the greatest array of Western sports 
talent ever gathered together and gave

DALLAS, Oct. 12.—The State Fair of 
Texas shows more than one-third de- 
crease in attendance and receipts the 
first two days. Officials, however, have 
reason to believe the 13 remaining days 
will hold up to last year. 

The fair opened its 45th annua! event 
on Saturday, October 10. Thirty-one 
thousand people were in attendance on 
the opening day, as compared to 84.000

on the Initial day last year. On Sunday 
43,000 passed thru turnstiles, as com- 
pared to 41,900 on the corresponding day 
in 1931. 

However, it must be remembered that 
last year's opening day was greatest in 
history of the fair and the comparison 
cannot *be justifiably drawn. With spe- 
cial days all this week and next. officials 
believe attendance and receipts will 
practically be on a par with last year 

Receipts on the carnival midway. as 
well as those of rodeo and show in the 
auditorium, all had a corresponding de- 
crease the first two days. Rain on Sun- 
day evening at 7:30. which lasted two 
hours, drove people home just when the 
midway was starting to do big business. 

It was.pointed out by the management 
that the first two davs of the Texas 
State Fair cannot be held as a criterion, 
as history has repeated itself here va- 
rious times and usually a bad start 
means a good ending and vice versa, as 
witness last year, when opening day 
forged ahead 33,000 over the previous 
year’s opener, following which the bot- 
tom dropped out of the remaining days. 

Exhibits in ail departments outnum- 
ber those of previous years. There are 
no free attractions this year, as the 
grand stand was torn down since the 
1930@air. Concessions and several shows 
have profited by this, as the street lead-

To Eseape Baiting of Magi 


Parent Assembly of SAM may henceforth confine expos- 
ing activity to fraudulent mediums, fortune tellers and 
“supernatural” mentalists—IMA officer signs statement

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Unless somebody again stirs up the hornet’s nest, peace 
will soon reign again between magicians and stage mentalists. From various sources 
all over the country reports are drifting in here to the effect that members of the 
Parent Assembly of the Society of American Magicians are leaning back in their 
campaign against “fraudulent spirit meditfms, fortune tellers and mentalists wh? 
lay claim to supernatural powers” to give their official approval to mental acts 


meeting certain conditions. 


The activity of the Parent Assembly 
of the SAM in attracting public atteng 
tion to whom they characterize as “false 
seers and charlatans” has stirred up the 
ranks of stage mentalists to the extent 
that a group known as the International 
Mentalists’ Association has been formed 
with the sole aim of combatting the 
Parent Assembly drive. In the IMA are 
several widely known mental “names” 
and it has been made known by them 
that they are ready to spend huge sums 
of money to expoOse*magic if the Parent 
Assembly persists in its apparent desire 
to lay. open before the public the secrets 
of the mental trad@ One nationally 
known publisher of astrological litera- 
ture who sells books to mentalists for 
pitch pu has informed his col- 
leagues in the mental fraternity that he 
has in readiness blueprints of every 
illusionistic effect now in use. ‘These 
will be sent to every important newspa- 
per in the country~should the Parent As- 
sembly continue to lével its darts in the 

«“charlatan” campaign against persons he 
regards as ethical mentalists. * 


The tide took a turn this week when 
Doc M. Irving, manager of Princess 
Yvonne, came to an agreement with 
Julien J. Proskauer, chairman of the 
Parent Assembly’s press bureau and au- 
thor of a series of articles exposing men- 
tal quacks now appearing in Detective 
Fiction Weekly under the heading of 
Spook Crooks. \ 


Irving is secretary and treasurer of the 
IMA. He signed a statement to the ef- 
fect that he is “in full sympathy. with 
the campaign conducted by the Society 
of American Magicians, Parent Assembly, 
against fraudulent spirit mediums, for- 
tune tellers, as well as all mentalists who 
lay claim to supernatural powers.” 


In acknowledging Irving’s statement, 
Proskauer gave his implied approval to 
the former’s statement that “stage pres- 
entations along mental lines, provided 
that these presentations are given for 
entertainment purposes only, are fully 
justified and should be and are accept- 
able to the public as such.” 


Irving also declared in his signed state- 
ment: “It is also my belief that the salé 
cf books on astrology containing horo- 
scopes, due to the public interest and 
belief in such matters. should be permis- 
sible and that at no time a special pri- 
vate reading should be given by these 
mentalists in private.” 


Besides meeting with strong opposition 
from leading mentalists, the expose work 
of the Parent Assembly is being attacked 
by certain factions in the SAM. At a 
recent meeting of the Philadelphia As- 
sembly of the SAM a resolution was 
unanimously passed slamming the Par- 
ent Assembly for its action. The bone 
of contention in the SAM appears -to be 
that the Parent Assembly in giving pub- 
licity to its “charlatan” drive did not 
make a point of it to indicate that it 
is the Parent Assembly that is sponsoring 
this activity and not the entire member- 
ship body of the national organization 
known collectively as the SAM. ,

Expect N ew Theatrical Pro jects 
To Greatly Alter Chicago Rialto 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—A strong under- 
current of activity in the local theatrical 
field has become apparent during the 


last few months, giving promise of some - 


important developments in the near fu- 
ture. While on the surface there appar- 
ently has been no change in the condi- 
tion of stagnation that has prevailed 
since the stock crash of 1929, several 
score of astute business men and show- 
men +‘ quietly at work on projects and 
plans that are expected to greatly alter 
the local rialto. 

Some of the enterprises on foot de- 
pend for their success upon the Century 
of Progress Exposition of 1933. Most of 
them, however, have only an incidental 
connection, if any, with that event and 
are being mapped out with a view to 
cashing in on the tremendous expansion 
that undoubtedly is to be Chicago’s lot 
within a few years. In attempting to 
gather authentic information on indi- 
vidual projects considerable difficulty is 
experienced, as those interested are re- 
luctant to have their plans revealed to 
the public, fearing that rivals will step 
in with competition. Several. Wacker 
Drive projects, quiescent for a year or 
two, are showing signs of renewed life. 
One is in the vicinity of State and Wack- 
er, another farther west. Both of these 
were about ready to be definitely started 
when the depression hit and plans were 
indefinitely shelved. 


About three years ago Aaron Jones Sr. 
expressed the opinion that it was 10 
years too early to start building theaters 
on Wacker Drive, as it had not yet de- 
veloped any retail shopping section. 
Many other theatrical wiseacres-did not 
agree with him. They do not today. 
Wacker Drive, they say, will be dotted 
with retail stores and showhouses in a 
few years and the north and south 
streets—-State, Dearborn, Cla and La 
Salle—will undergo a complete*transfor- 
mation, the present “dumps” that now 
dot these thorofares giving away to mod- 
ern store and office buildings. 

There is no mistaking the northward 
trend of the retail shopping section and, 
consequently, the amusement zone. Only 
in recent years has Randolph street be- 
come the local rialto. It used to be 
farther south. The numerous improve- 
ments made along the river during the 
last two years point logically to further 
expansion in that section. 

Two theaters adversely affected by the 
northward twend and apparently defi- 


nitely out of the picture are the Ma- 
jestic and Princess. Latter house has 
had few tenants during the last few 
years. Last was the Dramatic League 
season two years ago. Situated on Clark 
street near the southern edge of the 
Loop, the Princess hasn’t a chance, as 
that section of town is deserted after 
6 p.m. The Shuberts still have a lease 
on the house. Majestic, formerly a Keith 
vaudeville house and later operated by 
the Shuberts, was dropped by the latter 
some time ago and has had no tenant 
since Guy Bates Post played there for a 
short time last season. There have been 
several deals on with the Lehman estate, 
but so far none has materialized. It is 
probable the Princess and Majestit soon 
pe make way for office and store build- 
gs. 

Aaron Jones has two houses which he 
has turned over to his son Johnny to 
play with. One, the Woods, is ideally lo- 
cated on Randolph, but for some reason 
has been more or less of a jinx of late 
years. At present it is being operated 
as a straight talkie, but there is talk of 
swinging it back to stage shows when 
the time is right. Jones’ other house, 
the Rialto, is at the other end of the 
Loop, on State street, and for a number 
of years has housed stock burlesque. 
Trouble with unions has led Jones to de- 
cide upon a change of policy and the 
house doubtless will go talkie this month. 
Vaudeville has been considered and may 
yet materialize. With Sears, Roebuck & 
Company taking over the Leiter store 
building at State and Van Buren for a 
huge retail store it is figured the tone 
of the Rialto neighborhood will be ma- 
terially raised and that a renamed Rialto 
offering vaudeville probably would get 
a profitable family trade. Decision as 
to the policy to be adopted rests largely 
with the outcome of union negotiations. 


Several theatrical projects that are yet 
too nebulous to brand -as more than 
mere possibilities are under way. One is 
the establishment of a show house on 
the order of the old Great Northern Hip- 

rome. Another would bring back the 
old museum of freaks, but with modern 
trimmings that would include novelties 
in picture shorts. It is figured that 
thousands of visitors to the 1933 world’s 
fair will be looking’ for amusement of the 
type they found at the world’s fair of 
1893, and if one-fourth of the proposed 
projects go thru to completion there will 
be entertainment to suit every taste. ~ 


Telly Shows 
Grid Board . 


Columbia to televize me- 
chanical gadget that fol- 
lows plays—-sound combo 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The first foot- 
ball broadcast with television synchroni- 
zation takes place today when the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System puts the 
Notre Dame-Northwestern game on the 
air. The telly portions of the broadcast 
will not be transmissions from the actual 
playing field, such televizing being im- 
possible as yet, but will be views of a 
miniature field with a little football 
being moved mechanically according to 
what takes place in the actual game. 
It will be synchronized with the sound 
announcement to be broadcast from the 
playing field. 

The little gridiron will be black, with 
white lines denoting the line markers, 
since white on black has been found to 
register better on the receivers than the 
Opposite combination. Most of the time 
a view of the entire mechanical board 
will be shown, tho occasionally closeups 
of some small part of it may be sent 
over the air. The whole contraption will 
resemble the big mechanical boards that 
are used in public places to follow the 
progress of games. 

William A. Schudt Jr., acting telly 
directopy of CBS, said that as soon as 
apparatus was perfected whereby pictures 
could be sent directly from the scene of 
action such transmission would be at- 
tempted. Meanwhile CBS has a program 
of 12 games to be televized by means of 
the little black board. 

Pictures will go out over W2XAB, and 
sound over WABC and associated stations 
of the system.

New Musicians’ Wage | 


‘Scale for New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 10—Terms of 
agreement reached by representatives of 
Loew, Publix and RKO interests and the 
contract committee of the local musi- 
cians’ union have been approved by the 
union. Agreement calls for a wage scale 
of $77.50 for side men in houses playing 
28 performances a week, limits the per- 
formances to 114 hours, to be played with- 
in a period of 10% hours, and provides 
for extra money for those musicians who 
do koth pit and stage work. 


Where 23 shows a week are played, 
such as Loew’s State, the salary will be 
$69.76, while the shows on the days 
where only three are played may run. 
two hours. Overtime at the rate of 50 
cents for 15 minutes or less. Leader 50 
per cent extra. Orchestra minimum at 
Loew’s State and RKO Orpheum remains 
unchanged, while the Publix Saenger has 
the privilege of eliminating five men, 
bringing the orchestra down to 15 men 
if it wishes. Organists, under the new 
convract, are optional, but when used 
must be members of the local musicians’ 
union. They are also understood to be 
protected by gentlemen’s agreement. 
Contract is from October 1, 1931, to Sep- 
tember 1, 1922.

Campaign Methods 


Changed by Loew 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12—Loew’s method 
of exploiting vaudefilmers and de luxers 
has undergone a change this season, with 
special campaigns concentrated in spots 
where there is heavy opposition and 
where there are really big shows to play 
up, instead of the former blanket cam- 
paigns that covered all houses in certain 
territories. 

In the de luxer division, three houses 
are getting special treatment, besides the 
Capitol here, which has always been a 
special proposition. They are Jersey City, 
Baltimore and Columbus. Dave Whyte, 
of the home publicity office, has been 
stationed in Jersey City to perk up tie 
steadily slipping grosses. Loew's Cen- 
tury, Baltimore, is being given “names” 
and big exploitation because of the indie 
cpposish, the Hippodrome, while Loew’s 
in Columbus has a permanent exploita- 
tion man to stave off the RKO vaude 
opposition. 

As to vaude, there are not enough of 
“names” to warrant big campaigns, but 
whenever a draw act is booked, cam- 
paigns are immediately laid out and a 
man assigned to work on them. 
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N TURNING down all vaudeville agents 
who requested permits to sell talent 
to legit producers, Actors’ Equity may 


be chalked up with an error. Its chief 
reason for such refusal seems to be “he 
fear that a vaude agent would give time 
only to legit when not bothered by his 
regular trade. Only when the agent had 
something unusual to offer would he go 
to legit, says Equity. The general im- 
pression was that such procedure was 
exactly what the legit wanted. Some- 
thing unusual, and not the general run. 
Equity, of ccurse, May mean well in 
effort to protect its own agents who 
spend all or nearly al! of their time 
in the interest of legit. However, it 
would seem on the face of it that pro- 
ducers would benefit from having several 
good vaude agents with Equity permits 
who would be in the position of scouts 
cn the alert for legit material. They 
are bound to contact talent suitable for 
production long before anybody con- 
nected with legit ever hears about or 
sees the talent in question. 

On the other ‘hand, it is logical] thata 
vaude agent minus an Equity permit 


with a good act will tie it up for vaude . 


as long as possible and book it only in 
spots where he collects a commission. 
Thus many a desirable artist will con- 
tinue in vaude, despite his desirability 
four musical comedy or whatever the case 
may be. Up and coming material, par- 
ticularly new talent, is usually guided by 
the agent who has him in tow. A lit- 
tle matter of an option can keep the 
act in vaudeville another season, or it 
will result in the act winding up paying 
.double commission. .In which case 
Equity can hardly be said to be doing 
the actor a favor. A few more reliable 
Equity vaude agents will harm neither 
Equity nor legit. 


ITH Fox having already completed 

a couple of deals, and looking long- 

ingly for others,. to dispose of as 
many theaters east of the Mississippi as 
possible, either by outright sale or lease, 
the position of Fanchon & Marco, as @ 
booking office, is in jeopardy. 

If, as is generally rumored, a clause 
is teing inserted into the contracts en- 
tered into by Fox with lessors or pur- 
chasers that F. & M, is to continue 
booking the Fox*theaters, regardless of 
who is operating, then F. & M. has noth- 
ing to worry about. It seems improb- 
able, however, that such a clause can be 
foisted upon an outsider, who may have 
his own tastes as to what surt of stage 
shows his houses should play. The 
existence of such a clause has been 
denied. 

While Frisch & Rinzler have assured 
F. & M. its position is Safe so far as 
buying the vaude for the three former 
Fox vaudefilmers in Brooklyn is con- 
cerned, no such guarantee has come as 
yet from the Skouras brothers, who, in 


taking over 47 Fox theaters, acquired . 


the bulk of houses playing “flesh” in 
and around New York. The income the 
Ojfice has derived thru the booking of 
these houses would loom much larger 
than it probably is if suddenly lost by 
the Skourases taking the booking job 
elsewhere. , 

It would also mean a stinging slap in 
the face for bookers who have given the 
best in them to buy the best possible 
shows at ridiculously low budgets. On 
top of this they have had to humor 
some house managers, allowed to okeh 
acts or turn thumbs down, who have 
proved they know less about vaude than 
they do about putting a theater on a 
paying basis. And that’s saying plenty! 


HE indie field, in somewhat of a 
comatose condition during the sum- 
mer, is again humming with the old 

knife-in-the-back tactics. And majoring 
in this is the office conducted by a team 
noted for staying awake nights thinking 
up schemes how to outsmart, legitimate- 
ly or otherwise, their competitors and 
acts. 

About a year ago they were sending 
out telegrams to the managers of the- 
aters booked by othed buyers in which 
they modestly stated they could book 
the houses better and cheaper. Now, 
however, they have taken, perhaps be- 
cause of the depression. to writing let- 
ters. These, besides glorifying the writ- 
ers, do the managers a favor bv telling 
them what the competing booker has 
said about them in none-too-flattering

One report around last week was that 
Moss had approached J. P. Murray, Barry 
Trivers and Ben Oakland, who wrote a 
good many of the sketches in the Zieg- 
feld Foilies, to write material for four 
shows to rotate between the Broadway 
and three out-of-town theaters, which 
Moss was yet to get. The shows this 
trio were to write would, according to the 
report, play continuous policies and with- 
out pictures. 

Moss denied this, stating that since the 
Broadway opened with its present policy 
everybody he is seen talking with is con- 
nected up, sooner of later, with a change 
of policy for the theater.

They shelved vaudeville at the Palace 
this week and put in a colored tab 
show, Bill Robinson and his Hot From 
Harlem. Not by any means 2 bad show, 
but far from being as satisfactory as a 
good vaudeville bill. Bill Robinson, al- 
ways a top favorite, is the only valid 
reeson for the show. He gets a whale 
of a reception. 


For a while Saturday it looked as if 
there would he a slim attendance at the 
opener, as the Notre Dame-Northwestern 
game at Soldier Field was tough opposi- 
tion. But a downpour shortly after 
noon and continuing intermittently kept 
hundreds away from the game and-dreve 
them into the theaters. Result, close 
to a full house before the end of the 
first show. 


The talent with which Bill Robinson 
has surrounded himself in Hot From 
Harlem 3s only fair. This fact results in 
Robinson himself standing out sharply, 
his tap dancing, of course, being the 
big thing Bill has a few comedy ses- 
sicns with one of the comedians and 
gets a fair share of laughs, but it’s 

hen he starts hoofing that the crowd 
loosens up their flippers and give the 
dusky tap king a rousing palm-pounding. 
He gave ’em all his familiar routines, 
including the stair dance, and could 
have stayed on indefinitély they liked 
him so well. 


Balance of the show is a hodge-podge 
of song and dance specialties and com- 
edy bits that are just fair.

Sam Freed Jr. and his denizens of the 
dugout usher in the pleasing vaude lay- 
out with an'overture of snappy melodies. 
Took a bulging mitt for their efforts. 
Weather cool, but the first-show crowd 
off a bit from the last two weeks. Ex- 
traordinarily long show this week, run- 
ning 25 minutes over the usual schedule. 


Donatella Brothers and Carmen, three 
lads and their sister, offer one of the 
brightest helloers seen here in more than 
a year. The male trio push out melodies 
on the accordion to big results. There 
also is some pleasing dance work, indi- 
vidually and collectively. Best of the 
latter ‘s a fast acro dance by Carmen. 
Turn is well dressed and speedily paced. 
The Donatella offsprings pulled an easy 
encore, for which they bring out their 
mom and pop.

(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, October 10) 


This layout has hardly a dull moment, with every spot a success. There is 
plenty of comedy, two radio singing turns and some dancing. Richy Craig Jr. 
remains for a fourth week as master of ceremonies. Frank Fay, originally booked 
for the job, has gone to the Coast, due to the sudden illness of his wife. House 
filled up slowly, the weather being fine outdoors, but slightly below capacity was 
the final result. The few railbirds included music publishers and radio editors. 

ROYAL UYENO TROUPE, in “Japanese Relaxation,” opened the show, and 
immediately gave it impetus with their artistic Risley and tumbling feats. All of 
their efforts were out of the ordinary and clicked thruout. Troupe comprised 
six Japanese and one Occidental. ? 


THREE GOBS, colored steppers, danced the deuce spot off its feet, doing the 
first five or six minutes without a letup. Their hard-shoe stuff would be an added 
lift for any show, regardless how strong, while their method of doing a song is a 
lesson in showmanship. Latter part of their routine is taken up with such numbers, 
and-how they sell it. Richy Craig Jr. made his first appearance at this point, intro- 
ducing the following act. Funny bit showed one of the stagehands going by with 
a huge bale on a hand truck. It was only Kate Smith’s laundry. 

ARTHUR AND MORTON HAVEL, in Hot Water, with Helen Lockhart, Denise 
Dooley and Bud Williamson, are doing a comparatively new act, and one that is 
» crowded with action as to comedy, also a bit of song. Locale is the deck of a ship, 
with the boys on their way to Paris with a short bankroll. They make the two 
girls, while the captain plays straight. Opening with the projection machine giving 
water effect, the act gets away to a terrific start. Craig, before introducing the next 
turn, did his gag with the girl in the upper box, using a typewriter to take down 
jokes. Girl works in an artless style, and is real clever. 

DON ZELAYA, “philosophical ‘musician,” son of the ex-president of Nicaragua, 
might be the explanation of the marines being away from home. His appetite 
must be greater than ever, judging by his increased avoirdupois, which, after all, is 
an asset to his business. Stilb doing the piano and monolog routine, and, takin 
everything into cohsideration, his is a happy combination of appearance, tempera 
ment and talent, which makes hig act possible. When Zelaya took on his phony 
philosophy, we wonder if Billy Minsky was staging acts.

The four acts and the Idea proved a 
lifeless affair, running 84 minutes, and 
that was due to the absence of nunchy 
comedy and other sock items.

Bobby Carbone, aided by a blonde 
and a young boy, was not so much in 
the following position with his hoke, 
singing and legwork. Trouble is that 
most of the time is given to clowning, 
which Ss weak, and more of a play might 
be made of straight warbles. Carbone 
shows up well at that end. 

Reed and LeVere; oldtimers, tried for 
laughs also, tho in a light way, and 
they muffed. They may miss on rib- 
tickles. but get somewhere at musical 
efforts. One draws a mean bow over the 
fiddle and the’other plucks a guitar. 
Music for the finish got them a nice 
hand. 

Herbert Payne, with Ted Macke and 
Barbara Janis, managed to give the 
palm-pushers something to laugh about, 
tho it was just a little better than the 
giggle variety and not the kind that 
emanates from way down yonder. Trio 
work well and incidental song-dance 
numbers help. Nice applause. 

Fanchon & Marco’s Broken Dolls Idea 
proves a colorfully produced and staged 
affair. Not much on talent and runs 
long at 47 minutes. There’s punch lack- 
ing and no comedy, with the result that 
the running time seems even longer. 
Acts in the unit are Mowatt and Hardy, 
Charles Bennington and his Harmonica 
Boys, Gautier’s Hot Dogs, Edward Hill 
and the Three Comets. They respec- 
tively serve hat juggling, harmonica 
music, dog tricks. singing and adagio 
dancing. That's not sufficient entertain- 
ment for making a unit mean some- 
thing. A 12-girl ensemble is on here 
and there for mediocre routines. 

House orchestra works well thruout 
the show and helped capably on stage 
during the Idea's workout.

He stood 
by most of the time and watched the 
youngsters run riot with a broadside of 
nifty and hot singing.

Keith’s Franklin, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, October 5) 


Something is radically wrong when 
one of the biggest “names” in the Yid- 
dish legit field, Bores Thomashefsky, 
barely draws a half house in a strictly 
Yiddish neighborhood. Why this house 
has dropped to such a low draw level 
would bear a close analysis from the 
b.-o. experts. The theater itself, as the 
most up-to-date, comfortable and best 
kept in the district, must be immediately 
eliminated as the weak spot. Concen- 
tration would then fall upon the shows, 
stage and screen, and how they need it. 
This six-act bill, as an instance, was 
one of the poorest booked and spotted 
this reviewer has seen in a long time. 
This, on the third day, when necessary 
changes for betterment should have al- 
ready been in order. On the screen 
Fifty Fathoms Deep (Columbia), star- 
ring Jack Holt, drew little more than 
flies. ‘ 

Dave Jones and Peggy Lee opened with 
one of those conventional flashes. stereo- 
typed even to the extent of a stair dance 
by a boy. A pair of precision and high- 
kick acro girls are also in assist to the 
mixed dance team, who share the stage 
cards one and one. Talent is good, but 
the black and lifeless mounting dulls 
its edge. 

Webb and Hall were small-timey 
enough with their hoke, musical and 
vocal work to panic the galleryites. The 
male wop team almost cracked in the 
Middle from stealing bows. Strictly an 
act for the less sophisticated neighbs 
and smaller towns. 

Clara Morton’s spot spoiled the out- 
look of the entire bill. The booker 
must have been seeing double when he 
stuck her in “number three” with spe- 
cials following a fast flash and a hoke 
turn. Her turn is none too strong at 
any rate, and the lifelessness of her 
pianist in handling lines in a phone 
crossfire doesn’t help the first weakness. 
Miss Morton, of the original Four Mor- 
tons. goes into an Irish clog at the finale 
for applause. She also bowed herself 
to death here 

Don Santc and Exie show no favorit- 
ism so far as lifted material is concerned. 
Don Santo also showed good judgment, 
for each copped bit is a laugh. Too bad 
this boy can’t be more original, for he 
is clever. In place of a couple of the 
old gags he should allow Exie, a volup- 
tuous blonde, okeh vocally, to sing more.

Bores Thomashefsky took a sloughing 
as far as spotting is concerned His act 
also sloughs him. Not enough guts to 
it for a “name” like him.

From Anemia, Nothing Else 


Mayor Cermak made warning gesture—no interference 
from city dads, however—gags just as blue, and costumes 
still scanty—situation same as other cities 


CHICAGO, Oct. 12.—Most of Chicago’s burlesque shows, of which there are 
half a dozen at the present vime, not including the little “standup” and other 
unimportant shows on South State street, are suffering from pernicious anemia 
and not from any interference of city officials. Reports to the effect that Mayor 
Cérmak had been making things tough for the burlesque houses, clamping the 
lid on and fd?cing the chorines“to wear long costumes, ‘appear to have gained 
wide credence. Nothing of the kind has occurred, or is likely to occur. Some 


weeks ago“the mayor made a warning 


gesture, but that was all. Nothing hap- 
pened. Shows are going along just as 
they have from time immemorial, the 
girls doing their teaser strips, and the 
comedians handing out the same ancient 
line of alleged comedy. The only long 
costumes discovered in a survey made by 
a Billboard represcntative iast week were 
those worn by the featured prims and 
soubrets on their first appearance. Be- 
fore the finale of their routine, costumes 
were down to the point where there was 
little of length, breadth or thickness. In 
fact, they were as scanty as some of the 
costumes in current musical shows in 
the Loop. ‘The only change noticeable 
is that most of the highly objectionable 
features of the strip numbers have been 
removed. 


Now, as always, the most objectionable 
feature of current burlesque shows is 
the work of the male comedians. The 
greater part of their work is crude, out- 
worn, extremely vulgar and unfunny. 
Few of them have the talent to put across 
the double entendre stuff satisfactoriiy. 
The_audiences sit apathetically waiting 
for the finish of, the so-called comedy 
numbers, which often are dragged out to 
interminable length for no apparent 
reason. 


Pdsing numbers of some of the shows, 
especially those of one local producer, 
eften are beautiful and the chorus 
routines range from excellent to fair. 
The “pernicious anemia” spoken of ap- 
plies mainly to the various comedy 
scenes. Some cf these should by all 
means be eliminated, cthers materially 
shortened, but for some reason that is 


-aafathomable the old order continues. * 


Chicago has six major burlesque 
houses. At the present time all but one 
are playing stock. The Star and Garter 
opened last week with Columbia bur- 
lesque, featuring Hinda Wausau. At War- 
ren B. Irons’ Haymarket Carmen and 
Louise Keller are featured in the current 
show. The Academy and Rialto, under 
management of N. S. Barger and Johnny 


, Jones, respectively, use the same shows. 


and their featured numbers are Lillian 
Murray and Gladys Ciark. Evelyn Meyers 


,is featured at the State-Congress, which 


is managed by C. D. Peet. The Empress, 
which openéd recently with Columbia 
shows, returned to stock last week. It 
closed Friday night of last week, and will 
reopen two weeks hence with a stock 
policy. 

The situation here in Chicago is no 
different from that in other cities. It is 
largely a case of the pr Pa ce giving 
the public mediocre snows, better and 


no ‘worse than the average the country 
over. And there seems to be no hope of 
improvement.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10—I. H. Herk and 
the Minsky Brothers came to a parting 
of the ways this week over the simple 
matter of a $325 booking fee, which Herk 
demanded from the combine operating 
the New National Winter Garden, 
renamed Irving Place house.

Swift, sure and summary method is ready for eperation

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—The withdrawal of the Dramatists’ Guild from the 


- Conference Board of the Theater, the organization formed to control censorship 


from within in order to avoid political censorship, will not affect the Board's 


plans. The withdrawal, which took place 


ptember 18, only came to light 


late last Monday, and its total effect, far from weakening the inside c-nsorship plan, 


is to make it stronger than ever. 


the decrees, if not acted upon by man- 


agers producing allegedly obscene shows, 


will be enforced thru the calling out of 
the casts by Equity, but that means of 
enforcement is an old one, dating back 
to the Citizens’ Play Jury, an abortive 
censorship scheme hatched in 1925. 
Equity at that time wrote a clause in its 
contracts allowing for such calling out, 
and it has waited only for another au- 
thoritative jury to pué the clause to 
work. 


The withdrawal of the dramatists al- 
lows for the adoption of the plan sug- 
gested by Frank Gillmore, president of 
Equity, when the Mastick State Censor- 
ship Bill was before the Legislature last 
March. At that time the dramatists 
objected to drastic measures,-and a 
compromise was agreed upon, whereby 
objectionable plays were to be viewed by 
a committee selected from _ various 
branches of the theater, recommenda- 
tions made to the managers concerned, 
and, if no action were taken, the matter 
referred to the police under the present 
Wales Padlock Law. 


Now, however, the carrying out of 
theatrical censorship will be summary, 
swift and without recourse to the police 
or to any outside agency. The American 
Arbitration Association has joined Equity 
and the League of New York Theaters 
in working out the plan, and it is ex- 
pected that League officials, together 
with Equity and the Arbitration Associa- 
tion, will work out final details next 
week. 


The method of judging the alleged 
obscenity of a play after objections 
have been filed with Dr. Henry Mosko- 
witz, secretary of the Board, is a new 
one, unlike the plan agreed upon in 
March. The Board, however, has re- 
quested that its details be kept under 
cover, feeling that secrecy at present 
will aid the working out of the proce- 
dure and be beneficial to the theater as 
a whole. It may be said, however, that 
the new system is swift and sure, and 
that the three organizations concerned 
feel that they can absolutely guarantee 
the closing or modification of plays 
found to be objectionable. 


In spite of reports that the new plan 
would wait until January to get started, 
it is stated that it has been perfected 
already and is only awaiting its first 
trial. That trial will come the first time 
a play is submitted to Moskowitz for 
investigation. Equity will not, as has 
been said, hold the whip hand. The 
adininistration of the censorship will be 
in the hands of the Conference Board 
of the Theater, with Equity agreeing to 
call out actors on the Board’s recom- 
mendations. A permanent ccmmittee of 
five, mentioned as a choice from a gen- 
eral panel, and to which complaints are 
to be submitted, is not, as far as can be 
learned, a feature of the plan. Com- 
plaints, as originally intended, are to be 
submitted to the Board, which will act 
on them according to the new procedure 
which the Board asks be kept under 
cover. 


The plan almost functioned during the 
six-day run of Washington Heights, 
when the Washington Heights Chamber 
of Commerce compiained. about the 
defamation of its neighborhood. The 
Board, however, felt that the play would 
die quickly and that any publicity con- 
cerning it would be inadvisable The 
matter was therefore closed, and s0, of 
its own accord, was the play. 


Published reports that decfSions of the 
Board would be enforced by a new procedure are unfounded.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The Shuberts 
have filed a claim for damages amount- 
ing to $268,000 against the United States 
government on the ground that the con- 
demnation, of the Poli Theater caused 
them damage to that extent. The gov- 
ernment recently tore down the Poli 
Theater to make room for building 
expansion, and the Shuberts claim at 
least $250,000 to reimburse them for the 
amount spent for remodeling the theater 
prior to its destruction. 


No Stock for Old Scenery as 
Warehousemen Burn Both Ways 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Decline of road 
shows and stock companies has sent old 
scenery begging, with warehousemen 
forced to burn the stuff to get it out of 
the way. What used to be a thriving 
business in furnishing sets to out-of- 
town stgck companies has vanished. 
With the falling away of the road, scen- 
ery that had been stored away over the 
summer, in expectation of a fall road 
tour that never materialized, is of no 
use. The producer does not continue 
paying the storage charges, and the ware- 
houseman is faced with the job of rid- 
ding himself of several truckloads of 
painted junk. 


Williams Transfer Company recently 
was forced to spend more than $500 to 
clear a floor of its warehouse. This 
expense was incurred mainly in salaries, 
and does not include the charge of $10 
per load that must be paid to the au- 
thorfties for permission to burn scenery 
in the public dumps. 

Some use for the large number of plat- 
forms and parallels that were due to be 


burned has been found by the teamsters, 
who have utilized the wood for the build- 
ing of summer cottages in near-by re- 
sorts. 


Many of the transfer men have spread 
the word around that producerg wishing 
to take the scenery away from the store- 
house may have it free of charge; but 
when and if anyone is interested in this 
proposition they find that, after going 
to_the expense of having the scenery 
set up for inspection, and then hauling 
it to the theater, it needs many minor 


repairing jobs and finally proves to be a’ 


decidedly unprofitable business deal. 


In past years stock companies took a 
majort portion of the old scenery, but 
due to the high rate of labor and truck- 
ing charges in New York they find that 
it is cheaper to employ a-scenic designer 
of their own, and go to the expense of 
building and painting, rather than buy 
from New York. This aside from the 
fact that the number of stock outfits 
has dropped anyhow.

Closed Bank 
Pays Actors 


Quaker City depository 
honors “Desire Me” drafts, 
thanks to Mrs. Emity Halt 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—Thru the efforts 
of Mrs. Emily Holt, of Equity’s legal de- 
partment, Judith Anderson, Charles 
Trowbridge ard Charles Dalton, of the 
cast of the Shuberts’ As You Desire Me, 
have received a sum of something more 
than $1,500 from a bank that otherwise 
is as dead as a last year’s chatter column. 
The bank in question is the Bankers 
Trust Company of Philadelphia, and the 
money represents a week’s salaries to the 
three players while the shew was on try- 
out among the Quakers. 

The delayed payment was due to the 
fact that the actors, not wanting cash 
floating around in what seemed to them 
the unhallowed purlieus of Philadelphia, 
asked their company manager to get 
them bank drafts. Altho it was after 
hcurs, he managed to get drafts on the 
Bankers Trust, and that same day the 
outfit decided to Jay a big financial egg. 
The drafts were involved in the floppo, 
and the three players went without their 
ealaries. } 

They were naturally enough annoyed. 
and last spring decided to take it out 
on the Shuberts, who had paid their 
money for the drafts in the first place, 
and were therefore being asked to sltell 
out the salaries twice. The case went to 
arbitration, and the actors lost, 

Mrs. Holt, however, interested herself 
in the matter, and, after a flying trip to 
Philly this week, announced that the 
dead bank would come to life long 
enough to pay up on the drafts. She 
had to argue the case out before the 
Pennsylvania State Banking Department, 
which Is directing the receivership of 
the Bankers Trust. It is thought that 
the reason for the reswscitation of the 
othertise defunct moneymart was the 
fact that the drafts never technically 
became assets of the bank, and therefore 
would not be involved in its failure. 


Teamsters-Owners Negotiate 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—New negotia- 
tions between theatrical teamsters and 
transfer Owners started Monday and 
continued thru the week without any 
definite decision or agreement being 
reached. The new conclaves began after 
the signing of two-year contracts which 
were figured as terminating the recent 
feud between owners and employees. 
Certain new union rulings, however, 
defining the duties of warehousemen 
and others, brought the owners up in 
arms again, claiming that all advantages 
obtained thru the previous negotiations 
were thus nullified. 


$20 for Paris Stage Stars 


PARIS, Oct. 7.—Theater directors here 
have reached an agreement that no stage 
star will hereafter receive more than the 
equivalent of $20 a day. If player has 
Name draw, then a percentage of gross 
may be weg in addition, but manager 
has rig to determine whether name 
draw is in excess of draw of play. Scale 
now applies only to drama, but if it 
proves successful musical comedies, re- 
vues and music halls will also fall into 
line. Actors, naturally enough, are 
objecting thru their Union des Artistes. 


League Report Due Tuesday 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz, adviser to the League of New 
York Theaters, will present his report for 
six months’ activity to members of the 
league at the annual meeting tomorrow. 
It is expected that the censorship ques- 
tion, the plan for revival of the road, 
labor negotiations and other important 
measures in which the league has had 
a hand will be discussed. 
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HE move of the dramatists, when 

they walked out on the play jury 

that intended and still intends to 
conduct self-censorship for the theater, 
was @n ill-advised action, it seems to at 
least one interested spectator. It was 
understandable, in many ways com- 
mendahle, but none the less unfortu- 
nate. Equity and the League of New 
York Theaters are now left holding tie 
censorship bag, and they will probably 
hold it quite capably. It is not for their 
sakes that the move of the writers is to 
be deplored: it is because the authors, 
by withdrawing from the plan, leave 
themselves totally unprotected. 

Altho their theories are the theories of 
every right-thinking citizen of any in- 
telligence above the imbecile, they also 
have facts to face. And those facts tend 
to show that some sort of censorship is 
inevitable: it has been drawing its net 
tighter and tighter about the theater 
for years. And surely it would be bet- 
ter to have an intelligent advisory com- 
mittee operating from within than legis- 
lation tending to throw the stage com- 
pletely into the hands of lecherous- 
minded bluenoses. The play jury was 
never formed primarily in order to cen- 
scr plays; it was formed to avoid out- 
side and intolerable censorship. 

It is a pity that the dramatists have 
withdrawn, for they, of all people, should 
have been the ones intelligently to 
soften the censorship decrees. Their 
idealism in resigning is something fine 
and splendid and entirely unusual in 
this modern world; tho the theater is 
the last place in that world for an ideal- 
ist. But, while gazing at the stars of 
high purpose, the dramatists should also 
he conscious of the mire of cold fact. 
Even Don Quixote eventually found out, 
whether he realized it or not, that the 
windmills really were windmills,

The Guest Room is the sort of play 
that has a strict feminine appeal, and 1s 
eminently suited for stock purposes, but 
hardly can expect to achieve any amount 
of success with New York audiences.

Aunt Lottie, played by Helen Lowell, is 
the old-maid aunt of Janet Fairley, and 
is the type of woman who is under the 
mistaken impression that she is forever 
doing “a good deed for her friends and 
relatives. She has raised her niece, Janet, 
from childhood. and is antagonistic to 
the fact that Janet wishes to marry and 
leave her. She tries in every way to 
break up the romance, but does not suc- 
ceed. She then uses her wiles to become 
the guest of Mrs. Martin, the town’s 
wealthiest woman, and in time overstays 
her welcome to the extent that it takes 
the combined offorts of Mrs. Martin and 
her family to eject Aunt Lottie from the 
house. 

Lottie then prevajls upon her niece to 
make room for her in her new apartment, 
and this brings forth an argument be- 
tween Janet and her husband, Willard, 
which ends up with Willard accepting a 
position in South America in order to 
escape from Lottie’s petty squabbles. 

Lottie is vagy satisfied with this ar- 
csamgement, and insidiously does every- 
thing in her power to further the rift be- 
tween Janet and Willard.

A faint aroma of Armour’s Best hung 
over the Hudson Monday night as Enemy 
Within, a saga of the big pull and pistol 
men, unwound its tangled, bright red 
skein. Not that there wasn't a good 
amount of very nice acting too, with 
Anne Forrest doing her deep-throated 
best for Producer Roy Walling and Au- 
thors Will Piper and Lois Howell, while 
George MacQuarrie and Walter Greaza- 
made unbelievable lines sound almost 
believable, but the rest of the cast was 
snowed under by the blizzard of bun- 
combe that fell to its collective lot. 


Enemy Within was another attack on 
geng rule and the influence of dissolute 
politicians, and therefore a candidate for 
the category of timeliness. It would 
have been timely enough too. if its plot 
and construction had been anything be- 
yond the vintage of 1900, but the pair 
of authors, filled with gnthusiasm at 
their task of exposing/the vice that 
everybody knows, swung wildly, melo- 
dramatically and with a bit too much of 


youthful exuberance, creating an attack “ 


that was disorganized and crude. An 
analogy is that of a young prize fighter 
rushing in, full of pep, confidence and 
not much else. who swings like a wind- 
mill until he finally lays himself out by 
crashing one of his haymakers to his 
own jaw. 

The piece starts nicely and satirically 
enough, with Regan, the big gang 
politician, delivering an address in favor 
of civic virtue before a mass meeting 
in Madison Square Garden. But there, 
after that one brief scene, the satire ends 
and the melodrama begins. It toncerns 
itself with Selma Wolfe, whose poppa 
finances the underworld, and avho wants 
to Get Away From It All to marry Don 
Candler, a reforming attorney. The 
Count, one of Regan’s henchmen, who 
runs a combined gambling joint and 
disreputable house for him, decides to 
bump off one Moran, who is creating 
trouble for the dynasty. In order to 
keep Selma where she belongs, he in- 
veigles her by trickery into driving the 
death car. 

Then comes the investigation, with 
Candler taking a leading part, and Selma 
is finally acquitted and Regan implicated 
when one of the latter’s hand-picked 
judiciary goes haywire and tells what 
he knows. And, as the final touch of 
unnecessary meller, Regan is killed by 
one of the Count’s bodyguards and 
gasps out his last in the arms of Candler 
and Selma. 

Jugged purely as the unadulterated 
meller that it is, the show isn’t so bad, 
with chances that it may get by for a 
while on the cut-rate trade. But it did 
have certain possibilities, both for satire 
and for a certain robustiousness that 
it lost completely when it enrolled itself 
in the cheaply thud and blunder class, 
and therein lies the kick of this depart- 
ment. 

Selma, Regan and Candler, played by 
Miss Forrest, MacQuarrie and Greaza re- 
spectively, were as well done as they pos- 
sibly could be. MacQuarrie was his usual 
dependable self, while Greaza made a 
welcome feturn tq@ a stage that has 
sorely missed him’ since his excellent 
performance in Remote Control, two 
years back. Miss Forrest's splendid dic- 
tion didn’t quite fit the part of Selma, 
but, after various recent experiences in 
the theater, it was a pleasure to Hsten 
to an actress who can make herself 
heard without resorting to ranting. 

The minor actors were all of the shout 
and shiver schol. And so was the play.

Divorce Me, Dear, which Sidney M.

The Four Marx Brothers romp, cavort, 
frolic and just cut up generally thruout 
the fuil running time of this film. It is 
by far the fastest paced of the three 
movies that these irrepressible comics 
have done for Paramount. It keeps go- 
ing at a steady, snappy pace from start 
to finish. There are laughs galore—non- 
sensical stuff, it is true, but just the 
type of material that one would expect 
from these four rowdy comics. 

Then, too, the picture is an improve- 
meéht over former vehicles, for the sound 
pictures have learned how to wait for 
and space Jaughs. It has been a hard 
proposition to gauge this heretofore, but 
someone with a fine sense of what audi- 
ences will find rip-roaring laughs has 
managed to keep the dialog and action 
so spaced that not one line is lost by 
actors stepping on a roar, as has been 
the case in former comedy pictures. 

The picture is somewhat lunatic. It 
could not be otherwise with Groucho, 
Chico, Harpo and Zeppo appearing in 
the chief lunacies. And for once the 
films have found something for Zeppo, 
the juvenile of the four, to do. 
ously Zeppo has just appeared in the 
Marx Brothers’ vehicles both on stage 
and screen because he was one of the 
four. In this one he has much more 
tootage and goes thru a rough and tum- 
ble battle with the villaim, in which 
a double works for Zeppo, but which 
keeps his character before the camera, 
much more than it has in earlier vehi- 
cles. Groucho is immense, and naturally 
has the fattest lines in the film, tho 
Chico and Harpo come thru, with the 
latter chasing the stunning-looking girls 
hither and yon as he has been accus- 
tomed to in other films. Chico plays the 
piano, and Harpo manipulates his harp 
as one might expect, all to good comedy 
results. All in all, the picture is the 
best that has come from the Marx 
Brothers. 

The story was written by S. J. Perel- 
man and Will B. Johnstone and has been 
fashioned to fit the four. Norman Mc- 
Leod directed and has done an excellent 
piece of work. The story starts with the 
four Marx Brothers as stowaways on an 
ocean liner. The entire crew chases 
them in and about the ship, from hold 
to top deck, and in the meantime they 
get mixed up with a couple of gangs of 
crooks, two of the brothers, Groucho and 
Zeppo, aligning themselves with one fac-

The supporting cast includes 
Thelma Todd, Ruth Hall, Rockcliffe Fel- 
lowes, Tom Kennedy, Ben Taggart and 
Harry Woods. If. audiences have liked 
the Marx Brothers in their previous vehi- 
cles they will go stronger for them in 
this one. Their comical eccentricities 
have been enhanced by the lack of musi- 
cal numbers to break into the story. The 
music interludes seemed to break the 
continuity of their former vehicles. 


“Skyline”’

A god program picture that will serve 
as excellent cntertuinment for the aver- 
age movie audience, with Thomgs 
Meighan in the leading role, supported 
hy Hardie Albright, Maureen O'Sullivan 
and Myrna Loy. Sam Taylor’s direction 
has aided vastly in putting what might 
have been an ordinary program picture 
into the better program class. Taylor’s 
scenes atop a skyscraper in the course 
of construction are thrilling, and a fight 
between young Albright and his drink- 
besotted stepfather, played by Stanley 
Fields, is a whiz and will get the audi- 
ence on the qui vive right at the start 
of the film. 

Thomas Meighan, who since his re- 
turn to the screen has turred to roles 
of middle-aged men, gives an excellent 
account of himself in the role of the 
father. Hardie Albright, whose first ap- 
pearance on the screen in Young Sinners 
Was none too auspicicus, has developed 
screen technique, and the Fox make- 
up artists have improved on his initial 
Screen appearance. Myrna Loy is stun- 
hing as a blond siren, while Maureen 
O'Sullivan is pleasing in the ingenue 
lead. 

The picture is based on Felix Reisen- 
bere’s novel East Side, West Side. It 
_starts on a river barge, where an ill 
“mother, who has married a drunken hus- 
band, confides in her son, just arriving 
at his majority, that the drunken brute 
is net his father. She dies before she 
can tell him more. The boy tells the 
man he is leaving and a terrific fight 
ensues, in which the boy wins. Arriving 
on Manhattan Island, he tries to find 
work and is given shelter by an old 
Irish family and forces his way “into the 
presence of. a famous architect, played 
by ‘Thomas Mefghan, who likes the boy’s 
spunk and puts him to wcrk. It de- 
velops that Meighan is the boy’s father, 
that he had loved the mother, who in 
her early days was a chorus girl, but 
had been separated from the man she 
loved by his father. Meighan feels a 
certain urge to aid this lad, not knowing 
it is his son, and soon has him climbing 
‘the ladder of success. In the meantime 
he learns the boy is his son, but does 
not divulge the secret to the lad. The 
boy is loved by a little Irish girl, but 
in his climb to success forgets her and 
turns to a vamp, Myrna Loy, who has 
been more than friendly with the boy's 
father. The father finds that the boy is 
falling in love with the woman and has 
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te breek them up. In doing this he 
finds the enmity of his son. The boy 
leaves in a huff and retufns to the little 
Irish girl for consolation. Finally the 
father. admits his identity and after a 
short while everything is straightened 
out, The title, Skyline, comes from the 
fact that many scenes are taken on 
skyscrapers in the course of construc- 
tion. 


“Man From Death Valley”

A Tom Tyler picture that is just an- 
other Westerner, and a rather weak one 
at that. Might do on double-feature 
days, where the audience is none too 
discriminating. Monogram has turned 
cut some good Westerners, but this one 
does not hit up to the usual standard of 
the last few. 

The supporting cast includes Betty 
Mack, John Oscar and Stanley Blystone. 
Story tells of a gang of bank robbers, 
with the ‘hero stealing the gold before 
the bandits get to it. He hides it and 
then the villains find it, and, cf course, 
the hero is arrested for the theft, with 
the usual lynching threats. 

The girl, who has been suspicious of 
his operations, aids him to escape. which 
is what the villainous sheriff had antici- 
pated.

“The Road to, Reno”

» Following several pictures that have 
dealt with America’s hot spot for fast 
marriages and faster divorces, this one, 
laid in the same locaie, turns out to be 
an interesting film play. What starts 
out as a comedy develops into tragedy 
before the final shot, displaying the 
too care-free spirit of a woman of many 
husbands who is brought to rue her 
own change of partners thru the near 
wrecking of her daughter’s life and the 
suicide of her son. 

Not a pleasant little story, and there 
may be moments that the bluer-minded 
censors wjll take exception tq. However, 
it has heen excellently played and nicely 
directed by Richard Wallace, whe has 
caught the Bohemianism and false bon- 
hommie of the divorce city and its 
transient residents, working it all up 
to a climax that, while obvious, is still 
startling. 

Lilyan Tashman appears in the lead- 
ing feminine role, that of the woman of 
many husbands and as many divorces. 
She always leaves her mate in an ami- 
cable manner and laughs at the incon- 
gruities of married life — practically 
which she is the cause of—but which 
she lays at her husband’s door. Miss 
Tashman is excellent as the cooing, 
selfish, petulant, and at times almost 
fawning, woman. It is by far the fattest 
part Miss Tashman has had in some time 
and she plays it to a fare-you-well. She 
also wears some stunning gowns that 
will delight the women contingent of the 
audience. Peggy Shannon appears to 
better advantage in the role of the 
daughter than she has in any of her 
screen appearances. Charles (Buddy) 
Rogers, in the juvenile lead, and Tom 
Douglas, as the sensitive son, also give 
nice accounts of themselves Wynne 
Gibson makes a small role outstanding. 
William Boyd and Irving Pichel also 
appear in important roles. 

The story, by Josephine Lovett, starts 
with Miss Tashman leaving for Reno to 
divorce her fourth husband, who” has 
been a loving stepfather to her two chil- 
dren, Peggy Shannon and Tom Douglas. 
En route to Reno the mother and 
daughter meet Budd@ Rogers, who falls 
hard for the girl, tho he censures divorce 
and its attendant miseries to those in- 
directly concerned. Established in Reno, 
the mother starts out with a fast set 
that includes William Boyd, a man who 
is just getting a divorce from his wife 
because she cannot support him as 
affluently as she did in the past. Boyd 
is playing both mother and daughter. 
Rogers proposes to the,girl before he 
is assigned to @ position in Burma. She

accepts him. He objects to the girl’s 
friendship with Boyd and the girl, sore 
at his remonstrance, breaks the engage- 
ment. She learns Rogers was right. The 
brother arrives in Reno and learns that 
Boyd has made improper advances to 
his sister. When his mother prepares 
to marry Boyd the sensitive lad cannot 
stand the ignominy of it all and kills 
Boyd at the altar and immediately com- 
mits suicide. The mother then realizes 
the havoc all of her affairs and mar- 
riages have caused and rushes her 
daughter after Rogers, the man she loves. 


“Smart Woman” 
(RKO) 
At the Rory

minutes. 
(Release date, September 26) 

A delightfully innocuous little vehicle 
that is nicely played by Mary Astor, 
Robert Ames, John Halliday, Edward 
Everett Horton, Ruth Weston and Noel 
Francis. The picture is based on Myron 
C. Fagan’s play, Nancy’s Private Affair. 
The story is light as thistledown, ‘insou- 
ciant in its little whimsies, but so well 
done from the standpoint of cast and 
direction by Gregory La Cava that it 
takes on proportions of greater’ im- 
portance than it may possess. The pic- 
ture is built for the more sophisticated 
audiences, and, while it is of the draw- 
ing-room type, the humor is not too 
Subtle to appeal to the average movie 
fan. 

Mary Astor looks stunning and gives a 
nice portrayal of the wife who is fight- 
ing for her husband, whom she loves 
sincerely, tho she has to pretend other- 
wise to hold him. Edward Everett Hor- 
ton, always a capable artist, gets numer- 
ous laughs out of a character that he 
makes both amusing and entertaining. 
John Halliday and Robert Ames are both 
Nicely cast in the leading male roles. 
with Halliday giving a better impression 
in this almost farcical character than 
he has in the heavier dramatic ones. 
Miss Francis lacks the rmtural spon- 
taneity for the glamorous character she 
is supposed to portray. 

At the start we find Mary Astor re- 
turning home from abroad to a husband 
she loves. On board she meets an Eng- 
lish lord, who falls hard for her.

Sorhie Tucker and Georgie Jessel, co- 
starred, are the name draws at the Para- 
mount this week. If this combination 
cannot get them in, there is something 
wrong with Broadway. Miss Tucker has 
just returned from abroad and, billed as 
“the last of the red-hot mamas,” stands 
first among the singers of syncopated 
and dramatic numbers.

Jessel acts ad’ master of ceremonies 
and has some nice chatter. Some of it 
old and some of it new, but al) of it 
surefire at the Paramount. He also sings 
several numbers, including Sweet and 
Lovely, and a descriptive number in He- 
brew that was practically show-stopping. 

Besides Miss Tucker and Jessel, the 
only other specialty artists are Jules and 
Josie Walton, who do a comedy dance 
number, and Jimmy Hadreas, who scored 
tremendously with a solo dance with 
some nifty trick steps.

Just before the finale, Berle introduces 
Haines.

Rice’s play an interesting and inspiriting 

excursion—an excursion not into the 

theater perhaps, but at least into the 

better lecture halls. 

Claire and John Shirley are living in 
Paris, in revolt against American civiliza- 
tion; tho Claire is a bit tired of their 
shabby Bohemianism and wants to get 
back to a place where she can have 
security and a Jittle home of her own. 
To them come Waldo ard Susie Lynde, 
Waldo a perfect example of what the go- 
getting spirit can do, and Susie, a feather- 
brained little nit-wit, who gets John in 
her clutches by playing up to his vanity, 
a procedure which, according to Claire, 
has been no means rare with other 
women in the past. 

John and Susie, on a flimsy excuse, go 
on a trip to Susie’s mother on the Riviera, 
leaving /Waldo and Claire alone to talk 
about life, love and Claire’s little boy, 
who has been farmed out to one of the 
newer psychological education clinics, 
and finally to draw very close together. 
When John and Susie return, Susie de- 
mands a divorce—which rather floors 
Waldo, who believes in the Sanctity of 
Marriage. And Claire, insisting upon be- 
ing with her boy; leaves, to takes the lad 
to America, and, presumably, to Waldo; 
while John remains not too happily in 
Susie’s tender hands. 

It can easily be seen that the play it- 
self is merely a framework upon which 
to hang endless discussions, and Mr. Rice 
so hangs them, tho he does manage to 
Grape them tastefully 2nd interestingly. 
The biggest objection is that he indulges 
in frequent and unnecessarily vulgar de- 
tails, but they're probably realism, 
which, of course, would make them art. 
The Left Bank, however, does manage to 


escape the top-heavy realistic taint of 
Street Scene, that Pulitzer prize-winning 
and uninspired photograph of the pimples 
on the face of New York. 

Katherine Alexander piayed Claire, and 
played her beautifully. Miss Alexander 
is adept at catching the right shades of 
meaning, therein differing from nine- 
tenths of our modern actresses. And she 
lends a sincerity and emotional reality 
to any role she takes in hand. 

Horace Braham was John, and made 
him an offensive smart aleck, possibly 
under directorial orders. Jchn, tho prob- 
ably not intended to he by _the author, 
was the most sympathetic character in 
the show to at least cne customer, in 
spite of the fact that Braham’s playing 
tended to make him emerge as something 
pretty obnoxious. 

Donald MacDonald was excellent as the 
Rotarian Waldo, Millicent Green was 
sufficiently coy as Susie, and the bits were 
all well done. 

Rice’s direction, however, was nothing 
to throw adjectives over. Time and 
again interest and continuity were de- 
stroyed by the inclusion of lengthy and 
useless pantomimes. And the striving 
for effects was too obvious to be suc- 
cessful. 

Far be it from a reporter who is rabidly 
opposed to didacticism ane lecturing in 
a so-called drama to recommend The Left 
Bank as a play, but it may safely be 
recommended as an inteJligent, interest- 
ing and often sparkling discussion of a 
not too new theme.

the affair, and the usual indulgent uncle. 
The wife decides that she wants a di- 
vorce because she is fed up with the 
settled life of marriage and goads her 
good-natured husband into agreeing to 
one. She goes to Paris with the en- 
gineer and her sister (in a nice way, of 


course—-the lines take pains to show 
that ol’ debbil Sin never reared his ugly 
head) and is about to go thru with the 
court proceedings. But on the eve of 
the decree, the husband arrives as usual 
with a tale of another woman, and the 
wife discovers that she really loves him 
after all. Whereat the gaily gallant 
younger sister is free to go off with the 
engineer, and the audience is free to go 
home with memories of more comedies 
than you can name. 


The above resume would tend to show 
that Divorce Me, Dear, is pretty poor 
stuff. It is that, and yet it manages to 
be more than occasionally amusing in a 
mild sort of way. The amusement is 
partly due to the funny cracks that once 
in a while crop up in the dialog, but 
chiefly to the cast. Miss Heming, as the 
wife, gushed and spouted and generally 
made the most of whatever she was 
given to do, creating laughs without aid 
of author and being very nearly as light- 
headedly charming as Mary Boland was 
in The Vinegar Tree. Reginald Mason, 
as the husband, gave the performance 
that was to be expected of him, which 
is another way of saying he was excel- 
lent. G. P. Huntley Jr., as the engineer; 
Richie Ling, as the uncle, and Anne 
Sutherland, as the aunt, all turned in 
deft and charming portrayals, while 
Robert C. Fischer—he’s a grand actor, 
this Fischer—played a French divorce 
attorney in the grand manner. 


But the real standout of the evening 
was Eleanore Bedford, ;who made the 
gaily gallant sister seem really gaily 
gallant, a task in which she was to no 
great extent aided by the script. She 
gave the stock part a note of refreshing 
and high-spirited youth that was charm- 
ing. 

Divorce Me, Dear, is a mildly amusing 
evening that serves to show to how 
great an extent a capable cast can carry 
a not-so-capable play.

Paine-ERPI 
Sued by Fox 


MPPA members also named 
in action to obtain syn- 
chronization money 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Sam and Harry 
Fox, conducting the Sam Fox Music 
Publishing Company, have filed suit in 
the Supreme Court against John G. 
Paine and the Electrical Research Prod- 
ucts, Inc., in an action asking for the 
remova] of Paine as agent and trustee 
for music publishers in their dealings 
with sound-on-film recording companies. 
Paine ‘ts chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers” Protective Association, 
and all the members of that organiza- 
tion comprising all the leading pub- 
lishers of the country also are named in 
the suit. 

Fox sets forth in his complaint that 
the agent and trustee collected $100,000 
the first year of the contract, which was 
made by E. C. Mills in 1927, predecessor 
of Paine in office, and that the sliaing 
scale has since brought the sum up to 
#500,000 for the past year. This money, 
avers Fox, has been held up by ine 
and not distributed to the publishors. 
Fox alleges that Paine explained that 
the contract made with ERPI does not 
cover the sound recording of De Forest 
Company, Radio Corporation of America 
and other concerns, but only that re- 
corded on its own equipment. Fox also 
requests that a receiver be appointed for 
the money and that the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court be asked 
to appoint a new trustee, as is provided 
for in the agreement with the music 
publishers. 

Paine, to a reporter of The Billboard, 
explained that he had no personal in- 
terest in the money and, of course, re- 
ceives none of it. But that it was his 
Office to see it properly distributed and 
prorated among the various publishers 
according to their points. When he 
wrote and asked Fox to please give him 
information on certain numbers and re- 
garding his private agreement with cer- 
tain sound-on-film recorders, the suit 
was the answer. 

The suit which came up Thursday in 
Supreme Court was adjourned until next 
Wednesday. From every indication, 
startling developments will result from 
Fox’s attempt to draw more money than 
other publishers believe he is entitled 
to.

HE annual search for talent by the 

Atwater Kent Foundation has re- 

sulted in two New York winters, 
one of them a stenographer and the 
other a young man who has been sing- 
ing about town for the last few years. 
Ray Heatherton, 22-year-old baritone, 
used to be a favorite of William Fox, 
movie man, when the lad sang at the 
Pavillon Royal, a Long Island roadhouse. 
About three years ago Paul Whiteman 
went to work there for the summer and 
took Ray on to sing on the Old Gold 
hour. The boy did great the first time 
and subsequently cracked thru sheer 
nervousness at a later broadcast and the 
huge Whiteman raised cain with the 
diminutive Ray. When the Old Gold 
Special left for California, Ray, who was 
on the payroll for $40, could not be 
taken along and so be given a further 
chance to be brought out. Since then 
he worked in a musical show, but at 
least one executive of a radio chain has 
faith in a lad who started in a church 
choir and he may bust out big in time. 
Burt MacMurtrie, of CBS production de- 
partment, thinks he is a comer. 


Speaking of Whiteman, however, @ 
columnist just discovered that the 
band leader's contract with Columbia 
Phonograph Company which cailed for 
no less than $500,000 for five years, was 
bought off for $65,000. At first it 
seemed that the columnist made a mis- 
take in adding an extra zero, but no, he 
really meant it. Whiteman had a four- 
year contract with Columbia calling for 
a guarantee of salary and royalties of 
$50,000 a year. He had a year and a half 
te go last winter and Columbia gave him 
$60,000 to call it quits. Columbia not 
only figured on saving about $75,000 in 
Whiteman’s pay, but also a Jarge sum 
in money that would accPue to the in- 
dividual musicians who were down for 
either #50 or $25 a side each, all accord- 
ing to how important they were. In the 
issue of August 22 The Billboard ran an 
exclusive story on this point to the ef- 
fect that President H. C. Cox of Colum- 
bia negotiated with Whiteman after the 
latter complained of not having made a 
phonograph record for several months. 
Since then a theatrical trade paper ran 
an erroneous story to the effect that Vic- 
tor paid the 60 grand to Columbia for 
Whiteman’s release. Which was per- 
fectly ridiculous. Victor Company is not 
selling discs any more than aiscs are 
selling for other concerns. 

Whiteman returned to Victor, which 
he never should have left in the first 
place, for less money than hé received on 
his last contract with the concern. As 
a matter of fact, the band leader was 
satisfied to hush the musicians up some- 
how and get them the phonograph 
money they are entitled to and just 
royalties for himself. For Victor is not 
throwing any money out either. The 
truth 1s, the band is being paid union 
scale for recording, and how the record- 
ing Manager watches the clock! Boys are 
on a coffee and cake basis in so far as 
making records is concerned. Time was 
when the boys would «knock off a session 
with at least four masters and be down 
for either $200 or $100 each. But “such 
days are gone forever.” 


Battle is on in the courts between 
Sam Fox Music Publishing Company and 
John G. Pairfe, chairman of the board 
of MPPA, and who also acts as agent 
and trustee of the money derived from 
contract with Electrical Research Prod- 
ucts Corporation. As mentioned in last 
week’s issue of Billboard, Paine has asked 
Fox to submit his synchronization con- 
tracts made between himself and movie 
concerns. Paine is confident that if 
these contracts are produced, or irregu- 
larities brought out as he understands 
them to be, Fox may find himself in a 

| tough spot. 


Tons of popular sheet music are be- 
ing sold to the public at five cents a 
throw. Songs consist of the “dogs” which 
a few months ago looked like hits to 
the various publishers. and for which 
the publishers asked regular trade price 
of 16% cents a copy. Managers of music 
Gepartments in some of the syndicate 
Stores have been buying the stuff at one 
cent a copy. Recently the McCrory store 
in Brooklyn hed an entire window 
Plastered with the bargain ditties. Sales 
are reported, to be heavy. , 


Many of the prominent songwriters 
turning publishers these days have -in 
mind a publisher’s share of the ASCAP 
Tevenue, whicH they don’t ccllect as 


writers. They figure that, owing to the 
limited sales in sheet music and the 
negligible amount of royalty coming 
from mechanicals, they will fare better 
as their own publishers thru receiving 
all profits from_songs, plus the royalty 
they will get from the ASCAP after they 
have been established for a year. Con- 
sensus of opinion is that before another 
year passes every unattached writer with 
@ name, who possesses a bank roll or 
backing, will be in business. 


Broadway music publishers have start- 
ed to jack up the price on sheet music 
going into Canada to offset the drop in 
the quotation of currency on the other 
side of the border.

He was serving as a private in the 44th 
Observation Squadron, Air Corps U. S. A., 
at France Field when the accident oc- 
curred.

Visas Not Blocked by Equity 


In the last few weeks Equity was 
notified by a producing manager that the 
visas for two aliep actors, or extensions 
of their visas, nad been refused by the 
Department of Labor and that they 
would have to leave the country in ac- 
cordance with the decision. 

The Actors’ Equity Association had 
nothing to say about the continuance or 
refusal of these visas and was not even 
consulted by the Department of Labor. 
It was a matter of policy which was 
decided entirely according to depart- 
mental regulations. 

Yet in the past Equity knows that 
such actors, returning to their native 
lands, have given the impression that 
it was Equity, as the representative of 
the actors, which was responsible for 
the government’s action. 

It was not, and never has been. 


Pressure To Cut Pay 


Stars in Parisian theaters are facing 


managerial pressure to accomplish 
reduction of their none - too - large 
salaries. Faced by a falling off of the 


tourist trade and a general financial 
stringency, the managers are attempting 
to bolster their receipts by attracting 
more people at lower admission prices. 
Since all the other items of production 
remain almost the same, the managers 
are trying to make the stars share the 
reduction. 

As is usual, it is the less important 
who are bearing the brunt of this at- 
tempt. The big stars everywhere are 
better equipped to force managers to 
keep to the contracts already entered 
into. 

It may come as something of a sur- 
prise to American actors to learn that, 
aside from the actor-managers who share 
in the receipts of their own productions, 
salaries in France are not particularly 
high. Forty dollars a performance even 
for stars is quite good and the best do 
not run much more than $60. 

The present attempt contemplates re- 
ducing the pay of most stars to a 
maximum of #20 a performance. At the 
moment the report is that the actorg are 
holding out, but financial conditions 
generally are against them. 


Not Sponsoring Benefits 


Equity has been informed that a man 
giving the name of Healy has been visit- 
ing merchants and stores in the theat- 
rical district, announcing that he rep- 
resents the Actors’ Equity Association 
in selling tickets for a benefit perform- 
ance for unemployed actors which is to 
be given in Wurlitzer Hall. 

Needless to say, Equity is not sponsor- 
ing any such benefit at the moment, 
and would not go about it in this way 
if it did. 

If Hea.y, or any of his brothers in 
the racket, turn up and try to sell 
tickets in your ken, detain him, or make 
an appointment for later and notify the 
police. A few arrests would break up 
the racket and transfer the attentions 
of ‘the racketeers to other and less 
dangerous fields.

The chorus of the Nikki Company was 
paid one-half week's salary for overtime 
rehearsal. Few of our members realize 
how much additional money is theirs 
because of the existence of Equity. Not 
only is payment for rehearsals something 
which did not exist before the days of 
Equity, but all companies open with less 
rehearsal than in the old days. In other 
words, your full salary starts three or 
four weeks earlier than in the days be- 
fore 1919, and the cost of attending re- 
hearsal is much lower. ~ 

One of our members claimed that our 
charge of $1 delinquency fine, that is 
25 cents a month for four months, was 
unfair in his case, because we must have 
known that he was ill and unable to 
work in that we had collected $170 for 
him from his last engagement in which 
he was injured. 

While it may be true that we knew at 
the time that he was injured,‘it also is 
true that we had no way of knowing 
how long his injury lasted, since our 
members seldom call on us after they 
have collected their claims. Further, we 
had no way of knowing that, after his 
association had collected $170 for him, 
at no cost to him, he did not wish to 
continve paying his dues. 

Unfortunately, those members who 
can find most excuses for a delay in pay- 
ing their dues can finéthe least num- 
ber of excuses for a manager who does 
not make immediate payment to them 
of claims owing. 

Your contract provides that you are a 
member in good standing when you sign 
it and that you will remain a member 
in good standing for the duration of 
the engagement covered by the contract. 

If the Chorus Equity wished to take 
the stand we could insist that all of our 
members be in good standing when 
go into rehearsal. We do not do that. 
We ask that dues be deducted from the 
second week’s salary. Occasionally dues 
are deducted from the first week’s sal- 
ary and most frequently after the second 
week. 

In asking a company manager to make 
deductions for dues. we are asking him 
to do a great deal of bookkeeping. If 
he decides to do this on the first week’s 
pay roll we cannot complain to him. 

Recently a company manager made 
this deduction from the first week's sal- 
ary and met such a storm of pro 
from the members that he refunded p 
of the amount of his deductions. Since 
he will have to make these collections 
again the members have more than 
doubled his work for him. id these 
same members were those most anxious 
during rehearsal to see that their asso- 
ciation obtained a bond covering their 
salaries. 

Probably it has not occurred to those 
members that, had all of our member- 
ship failed to pay dues as they did, there 
would have been no association here to 
get a bond for them or to enforce their 
contract. 

Purther, they are trying to play both 
ends against the middle—they want to 
use their association against the man- 
ager to get their bond; they want to 
use the manager against their associa- 
ticn to help them get something for 
nothing. 

In these days when so many added

s the duty of each member who is 
ba Fam to pay his dues promptly. 

The association has been most lenient 
in extending aid and fighting cases for 
members in bad standing, therefore 
every member should co-operate with 
the association in paying dues promptly 
when working.

nated, Attorney Joseph B. Fleming, rep- 
resenting the theater’s management, ap- 
plied for and was granted a temporary 
injunction restraining all and sundry 
from interfering with the production. 


Attorney Fleming convinced the court 
that the children are not actually em- 
ployed in the play, but are present in 
the cast with their parents or legal 
guardians, who are actors. Appearance is 
not compulsory, he stated; the children 
receive no pay, and their appearance is 
not allowed to interfere with their educa- 
tion.

The Layman Is in a Position To Aid 

Considerably in Behalf of Outdoors 
IGHT now, more than at any time in 
the history of outdoors, perhaps, the 
lavman is in a strategic position to 

wield untold influence in behalf of the in- 


‘dustry. What the layman, impelled by the 


highest motives, has already done in the 
way of counteracting unfavorable, highly 
unfair and prejudicial legislation; in the 
matter of launching important propagandis- 
tic campaigns to demonstrate that the circus 
and carnival and other itinerant attractions 
under canvas are natural factors in the 
American scene: as regards the healthy 
outlook created by the good, clean outfit jn 
the child mind-—the child, who, in time, wi 
assume his position in the world as the’ 
adult mind and patron of outdoors—what 
the layman has done along these lines ap- 
pears in the records. 

Clubs created in support of the outdoor 
field are, in the final analysis, propaganda 
bureaus. They are, basically, more vital to 
the field than many hardened troupers give 
them Credit for. Among these “fan” groups 
are to be found people whose love for the 
amusement they are exploiting thru various 
channels is deep, wholesome and sincere. 
it is, therefore, to the best interests of the 
canvas world that these groups be con- 
centrated, with campaign ideas to emanate 
from a central headquarters. Unusual talent 
should not be segregated. It should be 
gathered into one uniform, unified body. 
Decentralization must, at best. defeat the 
purpose of its protagonists. 

Two thoro workers of the layman sphere 
who have contributed tangible, definite, 
constructive labors with a view toward 
reaching an approximation of perfection 
have suggested an amalgamation of two 
major clubs in which they are leading lights. 
Theirs is a civilized viewpoint. They seek 


to revive, resuscitate and rehabilitate inter-* 
est in a field which has come to grips with 
depressing conditions and ever-increasing 


hostility and unfriendliness. Theirs is a 
compelling attitudé, more so because it is 
strangely timely. It is an attitude which 
circus biggies themselves have not reflected 
upon more fully or with greater enthusiasm. 

The Billboard is in favor of such a pro 
posed merger and wishes to go on record 
as indorsing it. Dissension at this time, due 
to petty quarrels, ego, loss of identity, etc., 
should be dismissed as inimical to the in- 
dustfy involved. 


Eliminating Publisher Grave 
Proposition for Songwriters 


HILE songwriters thru their newly 

formed Songwriters’ Protective As- 

sociation have aired a series of re- 
forms which to their minds will be a cure- 
all for their ills, mostly radio sickness, pub- 
lishers who have fortunes tied up in the in- 
dustry are wondering just how the business 
as a whole is going to be benefited. In the 
opifion of the publishers, anything that the 
writers do that is not constructive is bound 
to react to the detriment of the writers as 
well as to the other end of the trade. 

Any proposition that will benefit the 
music publishing industry will be taken in 
with open arms by the publishers, but any- 
thing destructive will have to be worked 
out by the writers themselves, altho they 
may not consider it as such at the time. 
For this reason the publishers have refused 
to meet and argue with the writers. When 
the writers tender a concrete proposition 
and it appears that it will seriously go into 
effect, then the publishers will take action. 

If the writers imagine that they can ar- 
range the matter so that the publisher will 
merely he a medium for them to get sheet 
music published, and the smug mechanical 
arid other “small, rights” retained for them- 
selves, they are somewhat mistaken. Of 
what use is a song that is not published and 
exploited has long been a question. Right 
now there is no money in sheet music, but 
sheet music may return to something of its 
former prestige with better times. If there 
are no publishers then to merchandise this 
once most profitable of all divisions of the 
music business, we can’t help wondering 
who will squawk the loudest. One publisher 
points out that his catalog is probably the 
only paying one right now in this country. 
It was written entirely by outsiders who 
are not within two days’ ride of the SPA.

Equity’s Resolution on Television 
A Timely and Well-Taken Enactment 


CTORS’ EQUITY’S recent action in 
making television an exclusively Equity 
shop—at least so far as Equity mem- 

bers are concerned—demonstrates a wide- 
awakeness, Aan awareness of current trends, 
and serves to show again that, of all the or- 
ganizations of the legitimate theater, the 
actors’ union is the one most alive to the 
problems of the amusement world. Equity, 
it is true, was caught flapping in the case 
of the movies and the radio, tho in the first 
instance the industry was a huge one eveti 
before Equity’s fight for its own inception. 
Determined that no such slipping up should 
occur in the television field, AEA has taken 
its action even before such a field can truly 
he said to exist. Commercial broadcasts are 
still a thing of the future, but that they are 
definitely in the future is acknowledged, and 
Equity has already prepared for them. 
The ruling passed by the Council pro- 
vides that no Equity member can take part 
in a television broadcast in which all actors 
are not also Equity members. Since talent 
for television should, by all indications, be 


recruited largely from Equity ranks, this 
provides for an almost iron-bound Equity 
shop as far as the acting angle is concerned. 

Such a ruling, if present trends mean 
anvthing, will be badly needed in the future. 
Already sponsors of the experimental tele- 
vision broadcasts have approached Equity 
membérs—-and even Equity officials—ask- 
ing for performances and offering nothing 
in exchange except the problematical pub- 
licity attendant thereon. Such folk have 
been indignant when they were told that 
actors expected salaries for their worl, and 
the whole attitude, unless kept in hand by 
such a ruling as the present one, threatened 
to overrun the newly opened field. 

It is to be expected that Equity will ex- 
perience little trouble with commercial tele- 
vision broadcasts now that its resolution 
has gone into effect. And the move has the, 
added advantage of being a possible enter- 
ing wedge whereby Equity may gain the 
foothold in radio that has been under dis- 
cussion tor quite some time. ~ 


“Better Times”? Propaganda Can Be 
Made To Mean Something by Shows 


N TIME of public calamity, depression 
or anything that seeks to add to the wor- 
ries of Mr. and Mrs. John Public, we find 

that amusements of every descriptfon are; 
more patronized than ever. During the past 

two years radio talent sold ayer the air and 

for private entertainment increased in mone- 

tary volume 54 per cent. Other amusements 

do not find a dearth of business if they have 

the sort of entertainment the people want. 

Any depression that has hit the industry 

can be traced just as much to such things 

as poor quality picture product, weak sisters 

in the legit field, or a theater policy not at- 

tractive to the would-be patrons. At any 

rate, the amusements have not been hit any-_ 
where near the proportions felt by business 

as a whole. Possibly some concerns have 

felt the depression more thru tighter Wail 

Street and outside money which they may 

have wanted for financing than in any other 

way, but a direct falling off in patronage 

dué to the depression cannot be said of any~ 
house putting out a good show and where 

the competition has not overcome the house 

in question. 

Assuming that such is the case, and that 
the harder the times the more people want 
to laugh, have the legit, motion picture and. 
other producers, plus the actors, seri- 
ously considered the opportunity to 
spread propaganda of better times com- 
ing? In some cases they have. In most 
cases, in trying for a laugh, both producer 
and artist contrive to get one by capitalizing 
on the dull times and so remind the folks of 
something they came to the theater to for- 
get. ‘One of our best known comedians con- 
tinues to harp on his stock market losses 
and has been doing it for the past two years 
Other comedians who bought stocks on his 
advice and also lost money thmk it great 
10 remind them of his (and theitiewn) poor 
investments. J.esser comedians think the 
stuff must be good if so and so uses it, and 
consequently there is an endless chain of 
the same material. Whatever song or gag 
is good for the big shot is good for him, is 
the way the lesser light reasons. With little 
effort it seems that the heads of vaude cir- 
cuits, movie producers and legit men, with- 
out calling any special conferences, could on 
their own propagandize their respective 
fields without beclouding any issue or mis- 
ieading the public. Merely a case of doing 
away with the uscless hard-times, talk and 
cheering up the public when it comes to the 


‘theater to be cheered up. 
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Magician Rises To Object 
Editor The Billboard: 


Being for magicians 100 per cent, I am 
not entirely in accord with your un- 
qualified indorsement of those quondam 
reformers who are hell-bent on destroy- 
‘ing mental magicians at this time. 
Back files of The Billboard definitely 
prove that I have long been in favor 
of eliminating grafters from our ranks, 
including publicity-seeking individuals 
who expose the secrets of conjuring in 
non-magical publications for a monetary 
consideration at the expense of the con- 
juring profession as a whole. 

I am still in favor of weeding out the 
charlatans, but exposures of the men- 
talists’ professional secrets are not a part 
of the program, for the goed and suf- 
ficient reason that such exposures are 
unnecessary. The statute books of States 
and municipalities invest the authorities 
with ample power to prosecute offenders 
and afford legal means of putting a stop 
to the questionable methods of grafting 
fortune tellers and mentalists. A rigid 
enforcement of existing laws is all that 
is needed to achieve the desired result. 

It is obviously unfair to rob legitimate 
mental magicians of their hard-won 
prestige and means of livelihood by ex- 
posing their trade secrets for the mere 
purpose of driving unethical ones from 
the field so long as simpler and more 
direct means are at hand. Deserving 
mentalists should not be humiliated ant 
embarrassed by such uncalled-for tactics. 

Clean up the grafters, most certainly, 
but under no circumstances reveal the 
professional secrets of the mental 
magician to the general public. 

In conclusion, allow me to point out 
that my objections to exposing are not 
based on self-interest. Such exposures 
will not work any appreciable hardship 
on me, for Iam not engaged in present- 
ing the type of mentalism to which these 
publicity-minded agitators so vocifer- 
ously object. My objection to exposing 
is based on the firm conviction that the 
interests of magic and magicians in all 
branches of the art are best served by 
carefully guarding all professional 
secrets; only in so doing can a healthy 
future for magic be assured.

Circuses Spend Freely 
Editor The Billboard: 


How much money will the circus carry 
out of town today? How many times 
have we heard that question? There is 
no doubt that a — will carry money 
out of the various towns, villages or 
cities which it plays. Why apply the 
above statement to a circus only? 

How many millions of dollars are car- 
ried out of the various towns, villages 
or cities each year for transportation, 
for automobiles, for gasoline, for tires, 
for radios, furniture, insurance, food, 
clothing, for vacations and for other 
forms of entertainment not found in 
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THE FORUM 


the local community? How many thou- 
sands, yes millions, of dollars are taken 
from various communities by the movie 
interests? 

A circus is not an unusual institution. 
It is not a drag net or electric magnet 
which scoops up the money and carries 
it away from the community which it 
plays. A circus is nothing more or less 
than a business organization which fur- 
nishes entertainment for those who wish 
to be entertained. The money which 
a circus takes in at the ticket wagon or 
down-town ticket office goes directly 
back into circulation. 

A circus must spend thousands of 
dollars each year for transportation, ad- 
vertising matter, equipment and repairs 
to the equipment, food for the per- 
formers and workingmen, food for the 
stock and animals, salaries, rental of 
lots, license fees and a great many other 
things. All who draw their pay checks 
from the circus must part with their 
money again just as do those who go 
to see the circus. 

The stockholders of the railroads over 
which the circuses travel do not reside 
at the winter quarters of the respective 
circuses which the particular railroad 
carries. The circuses do not buy all their 
equipment at their respective winter 
quarters, nor do they obtain all their 
food or supplies at the winter quarters. 
A circus is not a self-Sustaining institu- 
tion or organization and must spend its 
money just as freely as any other organi- 
zation or institution. 

If the American people had spent their 
money as freely with the circyses aa they 
did on stock margins we would not today 
be having the worst depression in the 
history of the nation. The dollars which 
were taken from the various commu- 
nities by the crash in the stock market 
are resting safely in many strong boxes 
or vaults in other American cities.

In a recent issue of your valuable 
Paper someone has asked who was, or is, 
the most versatile performer, and then 
goes on to mention a number of acro- 
bats whom he calls versatile. Being con- 
sidered somewhat versatile myself, "know 
whereof I speak. Therefore, I enter the 
name of an American performer whom I 
believe is the most versatile performer 
that ever lived, and, I believe, is still 
living and in show business. I refer to 
George Nagel, who for many years worked 
under the team name of Nagel and 
Adams, later as George Nagel and Com- 
pany. 

It was never a question of what he 
could do, but rather of what couldn't he 
do, and do well. I have seen him play 
two acts on the same bill and so distinct 
were they that no one ever could tell it 
was the same performer. He did this for 
a whole season over the Pantages Circuit. 
Some of his accomplishments were acro- 
batic work, juggling and original jug- 
gling and tumbling at the same time. 
He could dance, sing, whistle, imitate all 
kinds of birds. He déd Jacklie drops, he 
could put over a song and he was also 
a@ very good writer of songs, recitations 
and stage material. 


He was a comedian or rare ability, and, 
after discarding all of his stunts, worked 
as a comedian for many years. He could 
do light as well as slapstick comedy. He 
could wrestle and box. The writer has 
seen him in action with the gloves on 
and saw him put many near champions 
on the run. Looking up an old program, 
I see where he did a one-man vaudeville 
show as far back as 1900 at Guvemator’s 
Casino, Atlantic City, N. J. 


Nagel was also a versatile legitimate 
actor of no mean ability, having appeared 
with several stock companies, besides 
playing an important line of parts. He 


very face carries the mark of commer- 
cialism on the part of these idol smash- 
ers. If this practice continues it is 
bound to bring dbout wholesale exposures 
of magic, in retaliation of which only 
the innocent magicians will suffer.

Gus Hill Has Tale To Unfold 
Editor The Billboard: ‘ 


I am writing a book on the rise and 
fall of burlesque. This work will be of 
a very sensational nature. I will cover 
how it took the old burlesque producers 
years and years to make burlesque a 
sound enterprise, and how one man, a 
dominating figure in the enterprise, de- 
stroyed it overnight. 


I remember 50 years back. I saw it 
start from nothing and gradually develop 
to an enterprise that netted yearly for 
its stockholders millions and millions of 
dollars. 


Burlesque is not alone the fallen 
woman of the stage. She has a sister 
called vaudeville. Starting back 50 years 
ago, vaudeville had, like burlesque, only 
house shows. They had not dreamed of 
the far-reaching circuits yet. 


The first traveling variety show was 
organized by a lot of actors. It was a 
phenomenal success! Consequently 
house shows took a tumble, the variety 
show received distinct preference from 
cne end of the land to the other. Need- 
less to say that one per cent of the peo- 
ple of the earth create. Ninety-nine per 
cent copy what that one per cent creates. 
So the variety show was copied. Hun- 
dreds of companies were organized to 
tour. Vaudeville needs badly, today, to 
bring beck the old variety entertainment. 
It will have to be on a larger scale. We 
need seven acts of real honest-to-good- 
ness comedy. A few melodious songs, 
some musical comedy, a musical comedy 
in the bill that will run about 40 min- 
utes. A musical comedy, not a review. 
In my opinion a revue is just a poor at- 
tempt at what good vaudeville should be. 
The public being depressed and suffering 
from the panic, is crying, yeah, howling 
for comedy! The world wants to forget 
its woes! It wants to laugh! 


We have lost something in the art of 
creating good comedy! And God help 
us ... what a tremendous thing we've 
lost! Films are the greatest example of 
what has not been done to make the 
world laugh. However, the men guiding 
the destinies of the picture industry are 
not to blame. They are ignorant of the 
fundamental principals of comedy. They 
have not learned how to gauge and de- 
velop laughs. The result. is that most 
pictures drag. 


After the war bricklayers and trades- 
men were earning $18 a day. Any indi- 
vidual with a little capital could enter a 
business or start a business. Whether 
they knew anything about the business 
they were entering or not, they had no 
difficulty making a success of it. How 
perfectly that applies to the picture men 
who knew nothing about making pic- 
tures or selling them to the public. But 
fate was kind.’ They all became rich. 
Then came the monopoly of theaters. 
They bought theaters in every hamlet, 
town and city in the country. They 
crammed pictures down the public’s 
throat. They took every opportunity to 
crush stage entertainment. They were 
foolish enough to hope that some day 
films would replace stage entertainment! 


That hope sounded their death knell! 
They tried to force the public to buy! 
But the dear old public seemed to have a 
few ideas as to what it wanted to buy! 
Now the dear old public is doing its own 
shopping. They select their amusement. 


When business began to fall off in 
pictures they went for sex. They tried 
to cram sex dgwn the throats of the pub- 
lic. Sex drove the children and better 
element from the picture theater.

proved of interest and value in connec- 
tion with efforts now keing made to en- 
large, if possible, the Washington Munici- 
pal Groungs, as it has been supplied to 
the Cffice of Public Buildings and Public 
Grounds in the National Capital, for the 
purpose of showing to what extent this 
movement has taken hold in other sec- 
tions of the country. ‘

where these public-owned circsis grounds 
are will be of value to friends everywhere 
of the circus as well as to those directly 
connected with the industry, Cooper Top 
has made this list available to The Bill- 
beard for publication.

SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 10.—Utah’s State Fair opened Saturday, October 3, 
with good weather, and conditiors have been favorable, with a fair chance, ac- 
cording to Manager Ernest B. Holmes, cf equaling last year’s attendance record. 
The added attraction of Captain Dobsie and his Shell Happy Time Company, who 
appeared personally, afternoon and evening, with their radio broadcast direct 


from KSL each morning in Salt Lake City, swelled*the crowds. 


gave great credit to this special feature. 
band at the depot Sunday, and made his 
first appearance at the fairgrounds Mon- 
day, Kiddies’ Day, when 20,000 attended. 

Last year’s total fair attendance was 
56,000, ard this year the average for the 
first four days was within 10 per cent of 
last year for the same period. In ex- 
hibits, with exception of farm machinery, 
this year’s fair was largest in history. 
Features included five free circus acts, 
free fireworks at night and band concerts. 
The horse-pulling contest on Wednesday 
and Thursday drew crowds all day. 

Opening day, Saturday, fell down 20 
per cent of the opening last year in at- 
tendance, but Sunday and Tuesday at- 
tendance went up, and on Mondzy 20,000 
school children attended, while last year 
22,600 passed thru the gates.

Fairs 


In Pulling Power of 4-H Clubs 


UBURN, N. Y., Oct. 10.—-Agricultural 
leaders in New York State are hailing 
the 4-H Club and Young Farmers’ Club 
movements, which have grown fast in 
popularity during the last few years, as 
the salavation of county fairs. 

Four-H Club exhibits, established as a 
feature at most such fairs within the 
last two or three years, have helped at- 
tendance, which had dwindled to the 
point where many town and village agri- 
cultural societies were forced to abandon 
their fairs. 


Cayuga County Agricultural Society of. 
ficials said after the 1931 fair at Enna 
Jettick Park, Owasco Lake, that a big 
percentage of attendance could be 
traced to the interest fathers and 
mothers, brothers and sisters, cousins 
and aunts felt in the exhibits of their 
4-H Club hoys and girls. 


Similar results have been obtained, ac- 


cording to fair officials, at Jefferson 
County Fair in Watertown, Gouverneur 
Fair, St. Lawrence County Fair at Can- 
ton, Seneca County Fair at Waterloo and 
other similar expositions. Vernon Fair 
Society is considering material enlarge- 
ment of its 4-H Club exhibit next year 
with a corresponding increase in the 
amount of premiums paid. 

Atterdance at the New York State Fair 
has been bolstered materially, 4-H Club 


leaders say, by the exhibits of boys and . 


girls from all parts of the State. They 
point out that on the days when 4-H 
Club cattle were being judged, far greater 
crowds surrounded the show ring in the 
Coliseum than on days when open classes 
were being rated. 

Farm bureau leaders and teachers in 
the 4-H movement see the future return 
to the old agricultural exhibits of a‘ gen- 
eration ago, with boys and girls taking a 
leading pert in their rejuvenation. 


Hawk Quits 
At Amarillo . 


Ross Rogers may succeed 
as head of Tri-State---profit 
of $12,000 in past year 


AMARILLO, Tex., Oct, 10.—President 
Wilbur C. Hawk, of Tri-State Fair, has 
announced that. owing to press of private 
business, he cannot longer serve as fair 
president. 

It is hoped by other officials that he 
can be persuaded to continue. In the 
cvent this is impossible, Ross Rogers is 
being talked of as the logical man for 
the place. He is president of the Wil- 
liams Signs Company, has handled amuse- 
ment features of the fair and supervised 
advertising. As first vice-president of 
the fair group for several years he has 


* been “right-hand man” in all work. 


Many Features Added 


President Hawk announced that net 
profit of the fair association for 1931 
was a little more than $12,00C. Between 
$5,000 and $6.00C dollars of the amount 
wes made in 1931, and the remainder 
from attractions sponsored the latter 
part of 193°, but during official year of 
the association. 

Besides the more than $12,000 profit in: 
operating expenses, the fair spent $13,000 
in permanent improvements, $9,000 in 
salaries, and about $12,000 in cash 
premiums. 

A sales arena, salés pavilion, with seat. 
ing capacity of 750; live-stock wash rack, 
scales, railroad spur track into the 
grounds, and a new permanent 6-inch 
water main were added during the year. 

Pay roll during the fair was $3,000, 
with more than 159 people emploved. 
Two full-time employees, O. L. Taylor, 
secretary, and Era Lewis, cashier, nandle 
business during the year, for which 
salaries amounted to about $9,000. 


Strong for Free Gate 


A building 159 by 50 feet has been 
purchased and will be moved to the fair- 
grounds at once and rebuilt to be used as 
& woman’s building next year. This will 
relieve over-crowded condition of the 
Merchan‘ts’ Building. 

When it is remembered that. three 
years ago the fair faced debts of 333,009, 
and that the fair this year was faced by 
a condfitiomthat caused many to advise 
that no fair be attempted, the profit is 
all the more remarkable. All debts, in-’ 
cluding bonds, have been paid off, and 
about $5C,000 spent on improvements in 
three vears. 

President Hawk, one of the first to try 
the free-gate idea, said: “There is no 
reason why anyone should have to pay 
to see his own or his neighbors’ exhibits. 
Let everyone see what the Tri-State area 
produces. Then if he wants to spend 
money for amusements, it is all right.”

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 10—An at- 
tachment was obtained in Chancery 
Court against the Robinson-Lavilla At- 
tractions, Inc., which presented a group 
of vaudeville acts at East Tennessee 
Division Fair, tying up their property 
and pay due from the fair association. 

The attachment was obtained by 
Albert L. Miller, Ora Miller and Cfeora 
Helmer, of Chicago, for an indebtedness 
alleged on two past due notes amounting 
to $1.454.68. The booking firm was to 
receive $2,300 from the fair association, 
the petition set forth. 


Brockport Cattle Barn 
Goes Up in $18,000 Fire 


AUBURN, N. Y., Oct. 10.—Fire which 
threatened to destroy all buildings on 
Brockport fairgrounds was brought un- 
der control early on October 2 after it 
had destroyed the cattle building and jts 
contents, with a loss estimated at $18,000. 

Origin of the fire is undetermined. 
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Z; IS perhaps more logical to talk of a 
panacea for ills of county fairs than 

it is to assume any certainty of their 
passing from existence. Nearly every day 
brings tidings of fairs that will be 
dropped in future. And on wings of the 
same messengers come stories of larger 
sites and buildings needed, action look- 
ing thereto, revival of former fairs that 
supposedly had Seen dead and proof 
that 4-H clubs are giving new life to 
many annual events. Times are chang- 
ing, of course, and it will be that many 
fairs, long institutions, will go. Read- 
justments will knock them out. And in 
many cases new organizations will take 
their pleces in the grand total of such 
shows in the nation. It may be a “sur- 
vival of the fittest’—and survival is an 
encouraging word. 


HE county fair was called the “index 
of prosperity, intelligence and wealth 
in the community” in a statement 

issued the past summer by the Hamilton 
County Fair Board when it was preparing 
for the 76th annual Carthage (O.) Fair. 
The statement, in part, was: “Pairs and 
exhibitions are not given as a rule for 
the purpose of making money. True, it 
costs money and time and work to give 
a successful fair. Grounds and buildings 
must be provided and kept in order and 
repair, and there are numerous other 
expenses besides the premiums. The fair 
is the index of prosperity, intelligence 
and wealth of the community. It is a 
holiday when all can rest fgom toil and 
compare the product of labor and the 
progress of science, mechanics, art and 
industry. It is educational as well as 
pleasurable. If all participate the bur- 
den is light. If all exhibit the fair is a 
success and it is then a credit and a 
pride. Premiums are given to stimulate 
improvements, industry, intellect. The 
unselfish, the progressive and the wise 
are its patrons. The ignorant, the nig- 
gardly and improvident never exhibit 
and seldom attend. We must depend 
upon the liberal, intelligent and progres- 
sive.for the support of fairs just as we 
do to sustain the other benefits of 
civilization and progress. To these we 
Say, be liberal to the fair and it will be 
equally liberal to you. Exhibit the 
product of the farm, your shop, your 
factory, your store—in short, everything 
that is fair, good choice and beautiful, 
and it will then pay you and everyone 
else to attend. Interest yourself and 
that will interest your neighbor.” 


CONOMY and retrenchment un- 
doubtedly will be the watchwords of 
fair boards for 1932. One State fair 

secretary now advocates a cut of from 20 
to 25 per cent in his own salary, and 
many presidents are recommending to 
their directors much less expenditure in 
the coming year. This trend probably is 
okeh, but it should not go to a degree 
to cripple efficiency of staffs or to 
deteriorate plants. Fair capital, coming 
largely from, taxpayers, like any other 
capital is timid, but it should not be 
scared to death; that is, death of here- 
tofore good fairs. 


‘Bad Weather Cuts Into 
Donaldsonville Profits 


DONALDSONVILLE, La., Oct. 10. — 
After gala opening under cloudless skies 
on September 27, with one of the largest 
opening-day crowds in its history, South 
Louisiana State Fair for five days showed 
increased daily attendance and receipts 
over last year, according to Secretary- 
Manager R. S. Vickers. 

Then weather broke and the last three 
days were rainy, Saturday being so bad 
«wat attendance was cut to practically 
nil. However, thousands attended on the 
last day, willing to fight rain and mud 
to hear Gov. Huey P. Long speak and 
to see the. most complete and best 
balanced fair in its history of 19 years. 

Altho not the financial success it 
would have been had weather held, this 
year’s, operations will show a small 
profit, principally because expenditures 
had been trimmed. 

As principal crops of this section, 
Sugar and rice, are showing bumper 
yields with prices that leave a small 
margin of profit for growers, both ex- 
hibits and attendance this year reflected 
only prosperous conditions. 


To Stop Clash of 
Fair and Regatta 


DETROIT, Oct. 10.—An. effort to change 
dates of the annual Detroit motorboat 
regatta, which bas usually included the 
Harmsworth Trophy races, is being made 
by Governor Wilbur M. Drucker, to pre- 
vent conflict with dates of the Michigan 
State Pair. The two have been on con- 
flicting dates in recent years, and the 
regatta, a free spectators’ event, has at- 
tracted crowds above the hundred thou- 
sand mark daily. 

It is urged by Governor Brucker that 
the regatta is a non-commercial event, 
and that there is no reason to have it 
on the fair dates, which always include 
Labor Day. Favorable consideration is 
being given by the responsible officials. 

Financial report of the Michigan State 
Fair showed economy of about $60,000 
over 1930. Deficit in the fair was some 
$10.000 greater than in 1930, but this was 
opposed by a cut of $71,000 in the extent 
to which it was underwritten by State 
appropriation. 


Ask Ella S. Wilson Be 
Retained at Oregon State 


SALEM, Ore., Oct. 10—‘“The greatest 
State fair in the history of Oregon.” 

Such was the opinion of fair officials 
and patrons when the institution closed 
on October 3 after nine days’ show. Ex- 
hibits were larger and total attendance 
probably will exceed that of last year by 
several thousand. Whether next year’s 
fair will be for nine days or be reduced 
to six days probably will depend upon 
comparison cf the financial tabulations. 
Many persons believe a six days’ fair is 
preferable. Many entries in the horse 
show will remain here until they are 
sent to Portland to parficipate in the 
Pacific International Live-Stock Exposi- 
tion. 

Altho this year’s event was under 
direction of the State Agricultural De- 
partment, Ella S. Wilson was in charge 
of administration. She previously served 
as secretary of the State Fair Board 
many years. Resolutions were adopted 
lauding Mrs. Wilson and urging her 
retention. Officials said receipts this 
year would more than pay expenses and 
that a substantial amount would be left 
for improvements. 


National Food Show in 
Chicago October 19-25 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Sponsored by the 
Chefs of Cuisine of Chicago, a national 
food, cookery and allied trades exposi- 
ticn will be held in the Merchandise 
Mart October 19-25. There will be hun- 
dreds of exhibits by manufacturers and 
distributors of foods, food material and 
equipment. 

The show is designed to give food 
merchants, chefs, stewards, club execu- 
tives, festaurant and hotel owners, dis- 
tributors of foods and the general pub- 


lic a comprehensive picture and demon- 


Stration of food and its practical scien- 
tific preparation. 

P. J. Berard is director of the exposi- 
tion. 


Attractions Selected for 
Montgomery Fall Festival 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Oct. 10.—Gener- 
ous preparations have been made for 
commercial exhibits and live stock, and 
many concessions have been booked for 
the Greater Montgomery Fall Festival 
and Live Stock Show on October 19-25, 
reports Manager Simon. Roswald. 

Dutton’s Circus Attractions will pre- 
sent the grand-stand show, and there 
will be horse races, auto races and a 
horse show. Rubin & Cherry Shows will 
be on the midway. 


Night Show Is Feature 
Of Success at Abilene 


ABILENE, Kan., Oct. 10.—Central Kan- 
sas Free Fair, September 29-October 2, 
proved the most successful in years, re- 
ports J. C. Michaels. Capacity crowds 
were the rule each night for the big 
grand-stand show, while day programs 
of feature free acts and races were well 
attended. 

A turnaway crowd was out the first 
night to witness a public wedding. Night 
show and free attractions, furnished by 
the Kansas City Theatrical Agency, were 


called the best ever seen at this fair. 
J. L. Landis Shows were on the midway. 


Keeper Bill Hirsch Gets 
His “Bulls”? Under Cover 


SHREVEPORT, La., Oct. 10.—The herd 
of elephants (toy) owned by William Rex 
Hirsch, of Louisiana State Fair, has gone 
into temporary retirement. 

A visit to Hirsch’s office revealed the 
elephants missing from his desk and 
inquiry revealed they are safely locked 
in a trunk at Municipal Auditorium 
while their master is engaged with duties 
as general manager of Louisiana State 
Fair, October 25-November 1. 

“Just at this time of the year the 
elephants like to wander,” Hirsch ex- 
plained, “and sometimes they don’t 
come back. I have put them under lock 
and key.” 

He is said to have the greatest col- 
lection of elephants in the world. 


Dates Hurt by Weather 
In Maritime Provinces 


CHATHAM, N. B., Oct. 10.—The annual 
Chatham Fair, September 21-25, was 
prolonged one day because of unfavor- 
able weather. G. E. Fisher, president, 
visited several other fairs in the maritime 
provinces. Weather for 1931 Chatham 
Fair probably was worst in history of 
the fair. 

All fairs held during September in the 
Northeast suffered from bad weather. 
Usually one of the most equable months, 
September was very unsatisfactory this 
year. Veteran fair men agree weather 
was the worst they have ever seen. Every 
event held during the month was ad- 
versely affected. 

Harness racing, main attraction of the 
average Northeastern fair, was not up to 
par at Fredericton and Woodstock 
(N. B.) fairs this year because of con- 
flict in dates. For the first time the two 
fairs were held the same week, and as 
both are leading harness-racing centers 
in. New Brunswick and each prides itself 
on its race track the fairs divided the 
racing talent. 

Edgar Fitzpatrick, of Milltown, N. B., 
was absent from the annual St. Stephen 
(N. B.) Fair this year for the first time 
since it started. He played in the fair 
band every year until 1931. 


Last-Minute Surge Sends 
Memphis Over 1930 Mark 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 10.—Reduction 
in admission prices late last Saturday at 
Mid-South Pair brought a final surge 
that unexpectedly sent the gate over the 
1930 mark, according to official figures 
released by E. O. Bailey, chairman of the 
gate committee. 

Closing day figures were 21,696, bring- 
ing the week's total to 148,657, as com- 
pared to 147,850 last year, he said. 

“Total receipts are $31,527," said 
Chairman Bailey. “Altho adult admis- 
sions were reduced this year from 75 to 
50 cents, passes were cut to a minimum, 
and as a result the total gate will ap- 
proximate the 1930 receipts.” 


France Exhibits at Chicago 


PARIS, Oct. 1—The French govern- 
ment has officially agreed to take part 
in the World’s Fair at Chicago in 1933 
and will have one of the most imposing 
pavilions of all foreign nations partici- 
pating. Gordon Paddock, Paris repre- 
sentative of the exposition, is establish- 
ing an office here to aid in preparing 
French exhibits. 


Gate, Midway Big 
At Stewartstown 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 10—John "f. Mc- 
Casiin, park, fair and promotion biggic, 
reports Stewartstown (Pa.) Fair, Sep- 
tember 16-19, unusually successful. Mc- 
Caslin hed midway contract there anc 
states that fair has been running 32 years 
and not a bloomer cn the books There 
was change of free acts daily, all shows 
experiencing remarkable business and at- 
tendance topping any other year by 
3,500. 

McCaslin states that when concession- 
ers and ride and show operators came 
in, not one was able to pay in advance, 
and it looked as tho he would have to 
take it on the chin. However, on Satur- 
day night, he says, every concessioner 
without exception came into his office 
and settled in full. 

“Without a doub*,” writes McCaslin, 
“this was the one occasion in 35 years 
that I have collected 100 per cent with- 
out any. pressure, and it is very gratify- 
ing to inform you in these times of de- 
pression that here was one red one.” 

McCaslin adds that Stewartstown Pair 
was the only successful one he had 
played this season. Mt. Airy (Md.) Fair 
might have proved o. k., he says, but it 
rsined three and one-half days out of a 
pessible four. Sttll, he concludes, some 
cf the concessions emerged o. k., but he 
himself did not.

WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., Oct. 10.—Opening in unseasonably warm weather. 
Winston-Salem-Forsyth County Fair got away to a most auspicicus start on 
Tuesday, introducing an innovation in opening-day gate attractions for fairs in 


this section—in making the first day Ladies’ Day: 


Every lady attending the fair 


on Tuesday was admitted free, and, judging from the number of the fair sex on 


the grounds, the offer was well received. 


There was, of course, no check on total 


attendance on that day, but all estimates placed it far above any other opening 


day in history. Unofficial opening on 
Monday, when all persons were admitted 
free to the grounds, proved an attractive 
event, too, for from noon till late at night 
several thousand »neople milled about the 
midway of the Model Shows of America, 
exhibit buildings being closed. 

Attendance figures for the first three 
Cays were slightly above 1930 figures, 

Despite heavy rain on Friday from 2:30 
until 5 o’clock, attendance was 42,164. It 
was Camel and School Day combined 
and beat previous record for the day 
more than 100. Attendance until Friday 
night was 79,451. Children’s Day was ex- 
tended over to Saturday because of the 
rain. There was grand-stand capacity 
played to twice during the week and an 
all-time record set for grand-stand 
crowds. 


Big Boost for Midway 


The midway this year received in- 
creased patronage, with publicity being 
given the fact that it was the same show 
that entertained almost 2,000,000 people 
at the Canadian National Exhibition at 
Toronto. Racing, always a big feature at 
this fair, received the usual great atten- 
tion and events on the racing program 
were well handled. W. W. Smoak, director 
of races, and R. 8S. Galloway, race secre- 
tary, arranged interesting events, and J. 
R. (Hoppy) Hopkins, the genial starter, 
kept things going. 

The Dutton Circus offered acts between 
race heats, and between the circus and 
races afterncon programs were most 
pleasing. The local American Legion 
Band furnished music for acts and con- 
certs this year and proved very attfac- 
tive, having just returned from the 
Legion convention in Detroit, where they 
were escort for the newly elected com- 
mander of the Legion, who is from North 
Carolina. 


Night shows in front of the grand 
stand were pronounced by the locai press 
as most complete and entertaining ever 
offered here. The Dutton Circus, pre- 
senting fourteen acts under direction of 
Mrs. Nellie Dutton, made an excellent 
impression. Presented under the Dutton 
lights and with special scenery, the show 
clicked from start to finish. The Dutton 
Eqfestrian Revue, always a favorite here, 
received flattering comment, it being re- 
called in the local press that it was under 
direction of the late James Dutton that 
the first night fair in Winston-Salem 
was inaugurated in 1919. 


Visitors Are Numerous 


Fireworks by the Ohio Display Fire>~ 
works Company, under personel direction 
of Tony Vitale, were well received, and 
held the crowds till the last spark of fire 
was out. The entire show, including fire- 
works, altho a complete performance in 
every respect, was over in an hour and 40 
minutes, due to systematic nandling of 
the program by W. McK. Bausman, act- 
ing as equestrian director of the Dutton 
Circus, and eomplete co-operation of fire- 
works operators. 


At the Dutton green room many show. 
folks and friends were entertained. 
Among them were Walter McCanless, of 
Salisbury, N. C.; Mr. and Mrs. Howard 
(Aeriai Howards) en route; Jack Hughes, 
formerly of Compton-Hughes Rodeo, en 
route; Jimmy Murray, formerly with 
Duttons, now selling candy for a big 
wholesaler; Mabel Mack, rodeo performer 
(mule act), en route, Secretary Hudson, 
East Bend (N C.) Fair; W. R. Jessee, 
auto race promoter, and Mr. and Mrs. 
McCune and son, of the McCune-Grant 
Trio, en route; Garland Daniel, of Greens- 
boro Fair, and John Fielder, of Spartan- 
burg Fair. 


The auto race program Saturday gave 
the fair a flourishing closing and made 
it a banner one, in spite of adverse con- 
ditions encountered in its promotion.

Detroit Midway Better 


DETROIT, Oct. 10.— Official figures 
comptied by Secretary John L. McNamara 
of Michigan State Fair and Exposition 
show that at the fair this year, Septem- 
ber 6-12, there were 139,246 tickets sold 
for rides and shows, total gross of 
$8,949.40, on Children’s Day. Last year 
on Children’s Day there were 116,987 
ride and show tickets sold, a gross of 
$7,834.25.

JACKSON, Miss: — Even auto race 
drivers at Mississippi State Fair are to 
help handle the “cotton surplus.” Offi- 
cials of the auto races, which open the 
fair Monday and Tuesday, October 12-13, 
announced that cotton helmets and 
driving suits would be “standard equip- 
ment” for the speed demons who battle 
over the half-mile “bull ring” on open- 
ing days. Leather helmets and wool 
suits will be banned, officials announced. 
White cotton helmets will be the only 
headgear permitted, they said. Drivers 
will be allowed to wear street clothes. 
they explained, only when covered by 
cotton “jumpers” bearing the number of 
the driver’s car. s 


Calls New England Fair 
Best of All in 113 Years 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 10.—Officials 
predicted at close of the New England 
Fair on October 3 that attendance fig- 
ures would show this year’s event up to 
if not. over that of 1930. They believed 
expenses had been met, but would not 
predict a profit. : 


“Management of the New England Fair 
feels that it has given patrons the best 
fair in its 113 years of operation,” said 
President F. Lincoln Powers. “The fair 
has been well balanced both from an ex- 
hibit, amusement and recreational stand- 
point. The towns and cities of Worces- 
ter County have helped to make this 
year’s Worcester County Progress Expo- 
sition and New England Fair a success. 
Many organizations, national, State and 
city, have indorsed and boosted the New 
England Fair. 


“It is intention of the management to 
set the fair up on a county-wide basis 
and ask for co-operation of the counties’ 
citizens.”

where no appropriation is made, it will be so stated. Every fair 
man is urged to clip the data each week so as to have a complete 


file for future reference. 


TENNESSEE 
The State General Appropriation Bill 
provides $130,000 for supplementing 


premiums offered at fairs in the State. 
Sixty-five thousand dollars of this 
amount will be used in supplementing 
premiums in 1931 and the balance will 
be available in 1932. Under the pro- 
visions of this Bill the allotment of this 
money and the distribution thereof is 
to be made by the Department of Agri- 
culture. 

1. The Bill provides the following: 

1. "That $10,000 shall go to each 
Division Fair at Nashville, Memphis and 
Knoxville annually for supplementing 
premiums at said fairs. 

2. That not more than $5,000 an- 
nually shall go to each District Fair at 
Jackson and Chattanooga. 

3. That not more than $3,475, shall go 
ennually to the fair at Johnson City for 
supplementing premiums at said fair. 

4. That $2,000 shall be appropriated 
for a District Fair at Lawrenceburg, the 
fund to come out of the $130,000 appro- 
priated for fair purposes. 

5. That not more than $5,000 an- 
nually of the amount appropriated for 
State Aid to Fairs shall be set aside for 
premiums for the boys’ and girls’ Fat 
Cattle Show to be held at Nashville, and 
to supplement premiums for the State 
Dairy Production Show. 

6. That the remainder of the above 
annual appropriations is to be used in 
supplementing premiums at the county 
fairs and that not more than $1,000 shall 
go to any one county fair in any one 
year; provided, that counties in which 
Division or District Fairs are held shall 
not receive any part of this county aid. 

2. No fair will be paid more than the 
amount alloted by the Department of 
Agriculture, nor will it receive more than 
one-half of the amount actually paid out 
in approved premiums, even tho a larger 
amount may have been allotted to said 
fair in the original allotment. 

3. The entire amount due any fair 


will be paid at one time, no partial pay- 
ments will be made. 

4. Fairs to be recognized will be 
classed as follows: 

1. Division Fairs. 

2. District Pairs. 

3. Class “A” County Fairs—A Class 
“A” County Fair :s a fair with 10 op more 
persons actively interested as stock- 
holders or members; which has perma- 
nent inclosed grounds; which has charter 
of incorporation; which is located at the 
county seat or county metropolis; which 
is operated for a period of three or more 
days each year and charges an admission 
fee. 

4. Class “B” County Fairs—A Class 
“B” County Fair is known as a free or 
courthouse fair, which is held on the 
streets of the town or in a building, for 
cne~or more days, and is held at the 
county seat or county metropolis, and 
for which as a rule no admission fee is 
charged. 

5. Only one fair in a county shall re- 
ceive State Aid. 

6. Not less than 10 davs prior to the 
opening of any given fair, the manager 
thereof must file with the Department of 
Agriculture two copies of its 1931 
Premium list, and within 40 days after 
the conclusion of said fair an itemized 
statement of the money paid in each de. 
partment shall also be filed with the De- 
rartment of Agriculture. This statement 
must be typewritten and must give the 
name and address of each winning ex- 
hibitor and the amount offered in prizes 
and the amount won. Money paid for 
racing, premiums for dogs, expenses for 
yperating the fair and for entertainment 
features must not be included in this 
report as premiums money. This state- 
ment must also be sworn to before a 
Notary Public. There must be attached 
to this statement paid checks used in 
paying premiums. This will compel every 
fair to pay premiums by check. When 
reports are audited canceled checks will

The food constituents 
that go into drinks should be watched 
with as much supervision and care as 
fish in a restaurant, which, as everyone 
knows, is apt to produce ptomaine poi- 
soning if more than 24 hours old.” 


UCH in the plight of the benign old 

lady who replied to a question 

as to whether the romping brood 
about her was her family or a pic- 
nic: “Yes, it’s my family, but it’s 
no picnic,” park managers without 
number will tell the world that book- 
ing picnics is no picnic! More success 
than in many moons attended their ef- 
forts the past season; 1931 appears to 
have been a picnic year. Very few are 
reporting any decrease in the number 
of picnics at their parks and resorts. 
Many are telling of increases in such 
outings of from 10 to 300 per cent. May- 
be it was just that the picnic spirit was 
in the air; maybe past endeavors to cater 
to these gatherings are bearing fruit.

article cites figures in Nebraska

OMAHA, Oct. 9.—Apropos a portion of an article that appeared in The Bill- 
board, carnivals section, a few weeks ago, to the effect that during times of general 
business depression and a resultant depressive atmosphere among the masses, the 
citizenry needs and seeks spirit-reviving festivity, the logical psychology of it has 
been quite apparent thruout the land this year, this sector beiMg far from an 
exception. Observances provide a deduction that the festivity of outdoor amuse- 
ments has been energetically sought, especially the merriment of carnival midways, 


fairs, parks, circuses, rodeos, etc. Doubt- 
less, the receipts of the respective enter- 
prises have been far below normal, but 
the fact remains that the conspicuous 
vast assemblages during the various op- 
portunities for merriment have been 
proof sufficient of the people’s longing. 


Incidental to the above expressed 
deduction, some figures that surely re- 
flected the interest in outdoor amuse- 
‘ments were contained in an article 
credited as having appeared in an Omaha 
newspaper recently. From the fact that 
all the data in the article was regarding 
outdoor entertainment — movie houses, 
etc., not included in its summing up— 
some readers might comstrue it as 
“propaganda” against “out in the open” 
shows. Be that as it may, the substance 
of the composition seems to give evidence 
that the masses have ardently sought 
‘places where festivity was manifest. 
Evidently, the article circulated to other 
States than Nebraska, the following be- 
ing “clipped” from the Blade-Empire, of 
Concordia, Kan., under “Opinions of 
Others” and headed ““These Hard Times”: 


“Yes, times are awfully hard. The de- 
pression is the worst in the country’s 
history. It is almost impossible to bor- 
row money and collections are very 
slow. You hear these things every day 
from all sides, but somehow or other 
what one sees rather belies what one 
hears. Now, for instance right here in 
Nebraska, within the last 30 or 40 days 
nearly 20,000 persons paid admissions 
to see a rodeo at North Platte, another 
50,000 or 60,000 persons paid admission 
to see a rodeo at Burwell, another 50,- 
000 paid admissions to see the Broken 
Bow Rodeo-Fair, 25,000 or 30,000 paid 
admissions to see the Trenton Powwow, 
something like 30,000 paid admissions 
to see the Adams County Fair at Hast- 
ings, and goodness only knows how 
many thousands of dollars were spent 
for oil and gasoline by those who paid 
these admissions. Nor can anyone 
more than guess how many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars all these folks 
paid out for hot dogs, hamburgers, corn 
games, chuck-a-luck, riding devices, side 
shows and what not.— Omaha World- 
Herald.”

Pleads Guilty; 


Goes to Pen 


“Man claiming Metz as his 
name charged with obtain- 
ing money unduly 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 9.—A man claiming 
to be Theodore (or Ted) Metz and 
charged with having obtained money un- 
der false pretenses, was recently sen- 
tenced to the Ohio State Penitentiary. 
The charge on which he was convicted 
carries a penalty of from one to three 
years. 

The claim was that. during the past 
summer the party had applied for or 
received, or both, “advanced” money 
from various shows or show executives 
thru Western Union Telegraph Company 
telegraphic service, using a number of 
names similar to or precisely the sama as 
well-known showmen. The party also 
allegedly left Cleveland a couple of 
months ago for other cities, including 
Buffalo, N. Y., where he was alleged as 
having performed similar tactics and 
where he was placed under arrest under 
a “suspicious person” charge,® but police 
could not make a case against him be- 
cause of showman or showmen supposed 
to be affected refusing to prosecute, it 
is said. He was then returned to Cleve- 
land, but persisted that he was the 
“wrong person,” altho nine out of about 
a dozen persons viewing a lineup of 
prisoners identified him as a person who 
had sent messages requesting money or 
collected it at Western Union offices. 
After numerous conversations, it is said, 
he admitted receiving money in-several 
cases, but insisted that he was not 
responsible for all the alleged instances. 
A grand jury indictment was secured and 
he was arraigned before Criminal Judge 
George P. Baer on September 29. He 
pleaded guilty and the court set the case 
for hearing October i, when sentence 
was pronounced.

The rink 
was one of the finest in the maritime 
provinces and second in the territory 
to be equipped with a plant for making 
artificial ice. P. C. Neville is manager. 
It is possible reconstruction of the rink 
will be made this year, to provide a 
hockey inclosure for the coming winter. 
Tt is claimed a new rink could be erected 
and equipped for opening by the last of 
December.

well, it’s true, but it holds up better 
than most of the slapstick of the beer- 
and-bustle era. And the tunes are so 
completely charming than more lapses 
than The Geisha contains could be read- 
ily forgiven. 

Sidney Jones poured into the score a 
lilt and a gaiety that are captivating. 
His sweetly lyrical mumbers are, to at 
least one customer, far lovelier than any- 
thing in the Lehar opus: which is espe- 


‘cially true of the two solos, one belong- 


ing to O Mimosa San and one to Fairfax, 
in the second act. And the bouncing, 
jolly tunes are far merrier than most. 
Everybody knows Chin Chin Chinaman, 
even those who don’t know that it comes 
from The Geisha. 

The cast is splendid, bolstered con- 
siderably by James T. Powers, who re- 
turned to do the part he did more than 
30 years ago at Daly’s, and by a scatter- 
ing from the Savoy contingent. The 
latter included Hizi Koyke, Ethel Clark 
and Ann Carey. 


Powers, of course, was the feature of 
the evening, turning handsprings on the 
stage, and generally showing why he 
was the hit comedian of his day. Some 
day some manager will be needing a 
superlative young comic, and Powers will 
begin his 50-year stage career all over 
again. From the looks of things at the 
Erlanger, he could do it with plenty to 
spare. 

Hizi Koyke, fresh from a Boston en- 
gagement in The Mikado, was in even 
better voice than when she last sang 
that opera here. She was, as usual, 
adorable, and she handled her music in 
perfect style. The audience held up the 
show to demand an encore of her second 
act solo. 


Ethel Clark, another of the Savoyards, 
made a welcome return, even tho she 
was a bit miscast as the kimono-wearing 
French m’amselle. But even the French 
accent she was saddled with couldn’t 
conceal her charm. 

The regular members of the present 
resident company were all sufficient. Roy 
Cropper was much better than he was 
in The Merry Widow, and Detmar Pop- 
pen contributed an imposing Marquis 
Imari. Rella Winn was a bouncing and 
buxom Molly, and Sano Marco did his 
best work of the season in a couple of 
baritone numbers. 


Antiquarians will be ‘interested to 
know that it was The Geisha which con- 
tained that hoary crack: “I can’t’ spell 
in the daytime; I only went to night 
school.” But that shouldn’t be held 
against the show. It is light, charming 
and very capably sung and acted. And 
it contains by long odds the prettiest 
melodies on Broadway today ~«

start. It was acclaimed by the audience, 
and it deserved to be. 

Unstinted praise must be given to all 
those concerned in the production, 
which was competently handled in all 
cetails, from tHe acting to the actual 
scene painting. This last surely reted 
the applause which it received each 
time the curtain rose. 

The story concerns the greediness of 
the unscrupulous banker, Gideon Blood- 
good, who steals the huge fortune of 
#100,000 from an old sea captain. The 
sea captain dies in an attempt to re- 
trieve his money, and Bloodgood hides 
the fact from the victim’s family with 
the aid of his clerk, Badger. Twenty 
years pass, and we find the ola sea 
captain’s household has become desti- 
tute. (By this time the audience has 
Slyiy taken to its kerchiefs). 

Lucy, the daughter, played by Dorothy 
Gish, has been forced by circumstances 
to seek a means of livelihood, and Paul, 
her brother, cannot secure a position. 
(Truly the situation is bad!) Mark Liv- 
ingstone, Lucy’s sweetheart, has lost his 
fortune to the money-grabbing clutches 
of Bloodgood, whose daughter, Alica, 
seeks to marry Mark to further her social 
position. 

It all ends beautifully, however, when 


Badger returns to befriend the sea capn-—~ 


tain’s family and to reveal Bloodgood 
as the black rascal that he is, thus 
effecting a restitution of the fortune, 
amidst cheers for the honest and hisses 
for the misguided. 

Dorothy Gish was both sweet and 
studied in the role of the daughter. 
Romney Brent, as Badger, the clerk, is 
entitled to a laurel wreath for his per- 
formance, and Rollo Peters should be 
given a duplicate. As a matter of fact, 
each member of the cast deserves one 
individually.

The Action Occurs in the Colonel's Cottage 
in Sussex. 
. 


For the second time in a little over a 
week England has sent us an example of 
superlative acting. A week ago Wednes- 
day Gilbert Miller gave us Charles 
Laughton and Cicely Oates in Payment 
Deferred, and Thursday Lee Shubert 
brought over Robert Loraine in the 
double bill with which the actor suc- 
cessfully toured almost all of England 
last season. The plays are Strindberg’s 
savage, bitter and half-mad The Father, 
and Barrie's gentle, wistful and senti- 
mental one-acter concerning an old 
man’s thoughts, Barbara’s Wedding. , 

There may be a bit of wonder at the 
choice of these two pieces joined to- 
egether for a single evening’s entertain- 
ment. For they are, of course, as un- 
like as any two plays could possibly be, 
being similar only in the fact they are 
at the tops of their respective classes. 
But reason enough is given when Mr. 
Loraine acts them, for they serve mag- 
nificently to show his range. Carrying 
him from the misty, tear-choked tender- 
ness of the Barrie piece to the relentless 
mental horror and insanity of Strind- 
berg’s drama, they serve to display the 
amazing versatility of Loraine’s talent. 
It was a field day for an actor of the 
old school—one of the best actors of the 
old school now living. 

It may be thought that this depart- 
ment, like almost everybody else these 
days, uses “old school” in a faintly 
derogatory sense. Nothing could be 
further from the faint white line of 
truth. It is a bit of the old-school 
acting—and especially such magnificent 
acting as this—that we need to counter- 
act the deadly and determinedly natural- 
istic playing of the younger stagefolk. 
It was, last night, a breath of the real 
theater blown into a Broadway full of 
persomalities rather than actors. 


It is a powerful play, this Strindberg 
piece, telling, as it does, of a fine and 
upright man driven to horrible insanity 
by the cdld-blooded and _ calculated 
maneuvers of his wife. The reason for 
her actions is immaterial—it is, actually, 
merely a dispute over the future of the 
daughter of the house—for the play 
primarily represents, bloodily and un- 
flinchingly, the everlasting conflict that 
must go on between the sexes, each 
being forced to fight for the upper 
hand in order not to be beaten. To 
Strindberg’s mind, bright with the 
clarity that comes only to the half-mad, 
no possible equality can exist. It must 
be the one or the other crushed by their 
mutual conflict. And that one, accord- 
ing to the dramatist, is almost always 
the man, decently trying to forestall the 
cold-blooded and ruthless attack of 
woman. 

It is a theme harped on by Strindberg, 
a theme that is largely due to his mania 
and to his morbid and pathological in- 
feriority in the face of women. And it 
has the power, the darkling force and 
the inner truth that is born of madness. 
Adolph, the father of the play, is by his 
very intelligence, his decency and his 
other virtues foredoomed to defeat at the 
hands of the savagely ruthless, virulent 
and un-understanding attack of the 
woman. 

The acting is magnificent. Loraine 
swept the audience away with his power, 
with his unflinching and relentless 
artistry, showing the raw, ragged edges 
of Adolph’s wounds, and arousing horror, 
hate and fear. He was ably abetted by 
the Dorothy Dix who came with him 
from England to act the wife in a chill- 
ingly quiet and cold-blooded way, and 
by the Haidee Wright who performed her 
now familiar role of the faithful old 
nurse. The minor parts were excellently 
done, with Lawrence Hanray and Maisie 
Darrell standing out. 

In contrast, the Barrie play allowed 
Loraine to show his scope for tenderness 
and gentle charm. It is, to this depart- 
ment, one of the best of the great 
Scotchman’s one-acters, and, in the play- 
ing under Loraine’s capable hands, it 
managed to rouse a few vagrant tears 
after having done a good job of eye 
misting years ago in the reading. 

It may be that a superlative display 
of what acting can be when it really is 
acting will fail to become popular in our 
present-day, naturalistic-mad New York. 
But if ever a show deserved to be popular 
this one does. EUGENE BURR.

We have had all sorts of plays dealing 
with the emotions of men condemned 
to the chair, and some have been good 
and others only fair. Two Seconds falls 
into the latter class. What in the prolog 
promises the unusual later turns into a 
dramatic version of a tabloid sob story. 
In the first half of the play the author 
sets his characters in describing the 
events leading up to murder, and as far 
as that goes all is well; but then he 
seems to realize that he is missing a 


motif and wanders off from his story 
to set forth a moral, which seems both 
unimportant and irrelevant. 

John Allen is strapped to the chair 
which will be the instrument by which 
the State extracts the penalty it demands 
from the person found guilty of murder. 
There is supposedly a period of two 
seconds between the electric shocks that 
kill the victim. During these seconds a 
man can visualize as in a dream the 
events of his life. 

In 19 scenes we are shown the fall of 
John as he meets Shirley, a common girl 
of the strzets, and succumbs to her lure 
She tricks him into marriage, and as a 
result John has a disagreement with his 
triend, Bud, who has divined Shirley's 
character and objects to the nuptials. 
John is instrumental in causing Bud's 
fall from the steel girders upon which 
they are working, and this accident so 
ulnerves him that he becomes fearful of 
working on steel. He gives up the job, 
and later takes sick and cannot work at 
all. Shirley meanwhile has resumed her 
various love affairs and persuades John 
against his will to accept his support 
trom the gains of her profession. John 
Jets himself drift into this state because 
he is destitute, but one day he wins « 
huge sum on a racing bet and decides 
that he will pay his debts to Shirley. He 
finds her with one of her lovers and 
forces him to accept payment of the 
money that had been given to Shirley 
and which had in turn been accepted by 
Jchn. The latter then tells Shirley that 
he has decided to take her out of the 
world. and shoots her dead. John’s de- 
fense in court is that Shirley had de- 
served to die, as she was a disgrace to 
humankind, and he furthermore contends 
that the State should not take his life in 
payment for the crime he committed, 
but should have killed him when he 
eccepted the money from her ill-gotten 
gains. 

In the epilog we find, that the two 
seconds have passed end that John has 
paid, his debt to the State. 

The production as a whole was very 
competently staged by Egon Brecher, 
with Cleon Throckmorton’s settings car- 
rying out the mood of the play ex- 
cellently. 

Edward Pawlev scored a personal stic- 
cess as the young riveter and received 
many curtain calls in appreciation of 
his portrayal. The rest of the cast was 
scarcely more than adequate, with Blyth 
Daly failing to carry the conviction that 
she was the slut she was supposed to 
represent. It was all Mr. Pawley’s evening 
anyway.
